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Christ Feeding the Multitude. 


Valid. 
Fifty feet, $11; 100 feet, $20; full 
length about 180 feet, $34. 

In this scene a great throng of pco- 
ple—men, women and children—is dis- 
covered sitting upon a plain. Christ 
comes from the far end of the scene, 
passing through the multitude as all 
reverently rise. The disciples bring out 
five loaves and two fishes. Christ mo- 
tions all to be seated. Then, blessing 
the food, He sends the disciples among 
the multitude, and all eat. The scene 
closes with the disciples gathering up the 
remains in large baskets. 


ice Little Children to Come Unto 
e@. 


Valise. 
Fifty feet, $11; full length, about 
137 feet, $26. 

A large multitude is here shown as 
Jesus and His disciples pass by. Inthe 
foreground of the scene are numerous 
women and children, and, as Christ 
passes them, He halts and takes the lit- 
tle ones up and blesses them. As Jesus 
passes from the scene the multitude is 
shown following Him with animated 
reverence, showing the entire multitude 
in motion. 


Christ Healing the Sick. 
Valley. 
Fifty feet, $11; full length, about 
130 feet, $25. 
_ As Christ comes upon this scene He 
is surrounded by a large multitude of 
people. There appears before Him a 
man hobbling upon a crutch. He ap- 
peals to Jesus, who at once blesses him, 
and the man throws away his crutch. 
Immediately there comes to Jesus a 
blind man. Christ reaches down, takes 
a bit of earth, spits upon it and places it 
upon the man’s eyes. Animated dia- 
logue ensues and the man, seeing, walks 
away. 


Raising of Lazarus. 
Valor. 
Fifty feet $11; full length, about 
125 feet, $23. 

The tomb of Lazarus is seen here, 
with Martha and Mary Magdalene, sur- 
rounded by relatives and friends, who 
are mourning the death of Lazarus. The 


group is apart from the sepulcher as 
Jesus and His disciples are seen passing 
by. Mary and Martha, with animated 
dialogue, beseech Jesus to restore Laz- 
arus to life. Christ is seen crossing to 
the tomb, and by a motion to two of His 
disciples the sepulcher is opened and Je- 
sus bids Lazarus to ‘‘come forth.” Laz- 
arus is seen to rise up from the tomb and 
come forth in his winding sheet. 


The Transfiguration. 
Value. 
Fifty feet S11; full length, about 
135 fect, $24. 

This picture is wonderfully life-like. 
Christ is seen coming upon the mount, 
with James, Peter and John, who lie 
down as Christ engages in prayer. The 
vision of Moses and Elijah is seen as the 
disciples awake. They fall upon their 
faces as the vision disappears. Christ 
lays his hands upon them and they go 
off, followed by the other disciples, who 
are apart from Jesus and likewise rest- 
ing upon the earth. 


The Messiah’s Entry Into Jerusalem. 
Valve. 
50 feet, S11; 100 feet, $20; full 
length, about I1o fet, $22. 
Christ is here seen entering into 
Jerusalem. As He rides between the 
files of soldiers guarding the city en- 
trance He is followed by His disciples 
and a multitude of people of all ages who 
are waving palms and crying ‘“Hosan- 
na.” Passing under one of the great 
archways leading to the city, where a 
Messianic demonstration was about to 
be made, a large number of people have 
joined the procession now seen passing 
on toward the scene of action. 


The Last Supper. 
Vamp. 
50 feet, $11; too fect, $20; full 
length, about 282 fet, $54. 
Christ is here scen at the table, with 
the disciples seated right and left. Be- 
fore continuing with the supper, Christ 
washes the feet of His disciples. Ris- 
ing from fect-washing, He resumes His 
place at the table and the supper pro- 
ceeds. The animation throughout this 
picture is symbolical and the effect is 
particularly sublime.

Vampire. 
lifty feet $11; full length, about 
75 feet, $15. 

Jesus appears, and _knecling at the 
foot of a large rock, He prays for the 
sins of the world. An angel suddenly 
appears in the background and attracted 
by the holy light He turns and beholds 1t. 
After gazing on each other the angel 
disappears, Jesus resumes [His prayer 
and finally goes His way. 


Judas’ Betrayal and the Messiah’s 
Arrest.

Christ is here seen in the fore- 
ground with His disciples apart from 
Him, excepting three who lie upon the 
ground near him as He prays. Judas 
is seen to look about among the trees 
and then stride forward and kiss Jesus. 
Malchus, at the head of a guard of sol- 
diers, orders two of them to advance, 
Jesus is seized. He surrenders and is 


dragged away, followed by His disciples.

Caiaphas, the high priest then in 
office, and a fellow priest are here seen in 
animated dialogue as Jesus is led before 
them for condemnation.

The 
priests are scen to order Jesus taken he- 
fore Pilate. A scene of disgraceful con- 
duct towards Jesus here ensues and 
Christ is dragged off.

Christ, 
still in the hands of the infuriated mob, 
is dragged before this hater of the Jew- 
ish leaders, who would, if possible, re- 
lease Him. The action here shows that 
Tilate unwillingly sentences Jesus. He 
washes his hands saying: “J am innocent 
of the blood of this rightcous man; see 
ye to it.’ The populace then revile 
Jesus, crown Him with thorns and array 
Him in “gorgeous apparel.” He is 
dragged off for the crucifixion. 


Carrying the Cross. 


Vantage. 


so feet, $11; full length, about 
100 feet, $20. 

This scene exhibits the infuriated 
cortege on the way to the place of cruci- 
Sxion. Simon of Cyrene, who has as- 
sisted Jesus in bearing the cross, is com- 
pelled to leave the entire burden to 
Christ. Jesus, weary and suffering 
from loss of blood, staggers and falls un- 
der the burden. 


The Crucifixion. 
Vanilla. 


50 feet, $11; full length, about 225 
feet, $45. 

Jesus is rudely reviled by the ex- 
cited Jews and is seized and laid upon 
the cross, where Ile is nailed, hands and 
fect, to the rough timber, ready to raise 
it in Crucifixion. The cross is then 
raised, and Christ is scen between the 
other crosses, upon which are hanging 
the two thieves who were placed there 
before the Saviour had arrived. Jesus 
ig seen writhing in agony as the cruel 
soldiers pierce His side with spears, and 
place the spong filled with hyssop to His 
mouth. In the end the revilers are 
startled by the cry: “My God, my God! 
why hast thou forsaken me?” Then. 
with a look of forgiveness. He said, “Lt 
is finished,” and the end came. 


Taking Down the Cross. 


Vapid, 


50 feet, $11; 100 feet, $20; full 
length, about 150 feet, $28. 
This is a very effective scene. The 
opening shows Jesus as He hangs on the 
cross in death. Mary, the mother of 
Jesus. and Mary Magdalene are dis- 
covered weeping at the foot of the cross. 
Joseph of Arimathea and Nicodemus, 
who have obtained permission to inter 
the remains, are seen to enter and take 
down the body of Jesus and carefully 
wrap it in a white sheet for burial. The 
rough crown of thorns is taken from the 
head and the two women kneel and weep 
as the cortege prepares to depart. 


Placing Jesus in the Tomb. 


Vapor. 


Irifty feet, Sit: full length, about 
110 feet, $20. | 

At the opening of this scene the 
tomb is discovered, and immediately 
there enters Nicodemus, followed by 
Joseph and the mourning women. The 
men are carefully carrving the body of 
our Saviour and as they enter the tomb 
Mary, the mother of Jesus, faints and 
falls into the arms of Mary Magdalene. 
Joseph and Nicodemus, having placed 
Flim inside the tomb, are seen coming 
out, and immediately the great stone is 
rolled before the sepulcher, and, weep- 
ing, they depart, leaving Him therein. 


The Resurrection. 
Vary. 
Fifty feet, S11: full length, about 
150 feet, S28. 

The tomb is here seen as with the 
ereat stone rolled away. (dutside are 
two soldiers who have been guarding the 
body of Jesus. © Near the door stand 
two angels with outstretched wings, in- 
visible to the guards. © Mary Magdalene 
is seen approaching the tomb. She dis- 
covers that the body of Jesus has been 
carried away and beckons to Peter and 
John, who come to the tomb, and stand 
Jooking therein. The angels disappear 
and Mary sees Jesus standing by and 
mistakes Elim for the gardener. Christ 
is recognized and they all fall upon their 
faces and worship Tim. 


The Ascension. 


Vast, 


so feet, Stirs full length, about 140 
feet, 25% 

Jesus is here seen leading Elis dis- 
ciples out to Mount Olivet, over against 
Bethany. There [le stops. The diset- 
ples gather about Him. | levery ear ts 
listening, every eve is on Him. Streteh- 
ing forth TPlis hands, Ile blesses those 
whom He has loved unto the end. and 
while Fle is blessing them [le suddentv 
disappears from carth, and a cloud. re- 
ceeives Him out of their sieht. As tle 
disappears there stand beside then two 
men clothed in white and a loud voice 
erys: “Amen. Come, Lord Jesus.” 
The entrance into [leaven. as shown in 
this subject. is remarkably interesting. 


A TRIP TO MARS.

The astronomers are assembled in 
a darge hall embellished with instru- 
ments. The President and members of 
the Committee enter. Ieverybody takes 
his seat. entrance of seven men-ser- 
vants carrying the telescopes of the as- 
tronomers. The President takes his 
chair and explains to the members his 
plan of a trip to the moon. — This scheme 
is approved of by many, while one mem- 
ber violently opposes same, The T’resi- 
dent after some argument throws his 
papers and books at his head; the pro- 
testing party finally being thrown out of 
the elub room amidst general disorder. 

Upon order being restored, the trip 
proposed by the President is voted by 
acclamation, but at the moment of leav- 
inv nobody has the courage to accom. 
pany him, At this stage five learned 
men mnake up their minds to go with 
him: their colleagues break out in ap- 
plause, the men-servants bring travelling 
suits. and the six astronomers exchange 
their gala robes for appropriate dress for 
the trip. 

President Barbenfouillis selects to 
accompany him, five colleagues Nos- 
tradamus, Alcofrisbas, Omega, Mlicro- 
megas and Parafaragaramus to pay a 
visit to the construction workshops of 
the projectile destined to carry them to 
the moon. They enter the interior of 
the workshops, where smiths, mechanics, 
weighers, carpenters, upholsterers, ete., 
the working hard at the completion of 
the machine. Micromegas accidently 
falls into a tub of nitric acid. After the 
termination of the inspection, a work- 
man descends from the top of the roof 
and informs the astronomers that if they 
would ascend to the roof they would wit- 
ness a splendid spectacle; the casting of 
the gun. The astronomers hasten to 
a ladder and climb on to the roof, where 
they finally arrive. © Against the hori- 
zon the chimneys are seen belching forth 
volumes of smoke. Suddenly a flag is 
hoisted by order of the President. At 
the signal a mass of molten steel ts di- 


reeted from cach furnace into the mold 
for the gun, The mold pours forth 
Hames and vapor. 9 This causes much 
rejoicing among the enthusiastic as- 
tronomers. 

Qon the top of the roofs of the town 
pompous preparations have been made: 
the shell is in position ready to receive 
the travellers. These arrive, respond 
to the acclamations of the crowd, and en- 
ter the shell. © Marines close the breech 
through which they have passed. 

A number of gunners are now push- 
ing the shell up an incline into the 
mouth of the gun (of which only the 
back part is visible.) 

In the next scene the cannon is fully 
visible in the distance. — It is loaded, the 
breech is closed; everyone is anxiously 
waiting for the signal which starts the 
shell on its vovage. Arrival of Marine 
artillery, commanded by an officer, “The 
officer gives the signal; the gunner oc- 
cupies his post, and at the word of com- 
mand, the gun is: fired. The crowds 
flock together from all parts and gaze 
at the shell as it disapears into space. 

fn the midst of the clouds the moon 
is vistble at a distance. 9 The shell com- 
ing closer every minute, the moon mag- 
niles rapidly until finally it attains colos- 
sal dimensions, = It gradually assumes 
the shape of a living, grotesque face 
smiling sanctimoniously, 

Suddenly the shell arrives with the 
rapidity of lightning, and pierces the eve 
of the moon. — The face at once makes 
horrible grimmaces, whilst) enormous 
tenrs How from the wound, 

The picture changes and shows the 
immense lunar plains with their seas. 
ampitheatres and craters. The shell 
comes down with a crash. The astrono- 
mers get out, and are delighted at the 
landscape which is new to them, whilst 
against the horizon the earth is rising 
slowly into space, illuminating the picture 
with a fantastic light. 

The astronomers inspecting the 
strange country sees craters everywhere, 
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One of them suggests descending a cra- 
ter into the interior, but just as they are 
about to carry out their intention, an 
eruption takes place, the unfortunate 
men being violently thrown in all direc- 
tions. 

The astronomers show signs of 
fatigue after the rough trip which they 
have just had. They stretch themselves 
out on the ground and go to sleep. In 
their dreams they see passing in space, 
comets, meteors, etc..—seven gigantic 
stars, representing the great bear, ap- 
pear slowly, and out of the stars come 
faces of women who scem annoyed at 
the presence of these intruders in the 
moon. Then the stars disappear in 
space and are replaced by a lovely vision 
of Phoebus on the crescent, of Saturn in 
his globe surrounded by a ring, and of 
charming voung girls holding up a star. 
They all discuss the arrival of the ter- 
restials in the moon and decide to punish 
them in an exemplary manner. 

By order of Phoebus, snow is fall- 
ing from all quarters, covering the 
ground with its white coat; the astrono- 
mers are comically agitated under the 
covers with which they have wrapped 
themselves in order to sleep. 

The cold becomes terrible. The 
unfortunate voyagers wake up half froz- 
en, and decide without hesitation and in 
spite of the danger, to descend into the 
interior of a great crater, in which they 
disappear one by one, whilst the snow 
storm is still raging. 

The astronomers arrive in the in- 
terior ofa most curious grotto filled with 
enormous mushrooms of every kind. 
One of them opens his umbrella in order 
to compare its size with a mushroom, 
but the umbrella suddenly takes root and 
transforming itself into a mushroom 
starts growing gradually, attaining gi- 
gantic proportions. 

The astronomers suddenly notice 
strange beings coming out from under- 
neath the mushrooms and approaching 
them, while making singular contor- 
tions. These are the Selenites or in- 
habitants of the moon. These fantas- 
tical beings rush on an astronomer, who 
defends himself, and with a stroke of his 
umbrella he knocks a Selenite down, 
who bursts into a thousand pieces. A 


second suffers the same fate, but the 
Selenites are arriving in numbers. The 
terrified astronomers, to save theim- 
selves, take Hight, with the Selenites in 
pursuit. 

Succumbing to numbers, the as- 
tronomers are captured, bound and 
taken to the palace of the King of the 
Selenites. 

On a splendid throne, surrounded 
by living stars, the Selenite Wing is 
seated. Ele commands that the inhabi- 
tants of the earth, who have dared pene- 
trate into his state, be fetched, and sug- 
gests sacrificing them before the united 
Selenite army. ‘The astronomers are 
making superhuman efforts to free them- 
selves of their impediments. President 
Barbenfouillis makes a dash for the 
King of the Selenites, and lifting tim 
like a feather, throws him violently on 
the ground. The unfortunate Ning 
bursts like a bomb-shell. The astrono- 
mers run away in the midst of the gen- 
eral disorder. The Sclenite armv is 
pursuing them. 

The astronomers run at full speed, 
turning around cach time they are 
pressed too closely, and reducing the 
fragile beings to dust, who continue to 
chase, but, single handed, are not capa- 
ble of attack as all their force lies in their 
number. 

The still increasing number of Sel- 
enites obliges the astronomers to take 
desperately to flight again, and as thev 
pass through fantastical, picturesque 
landscapes, still pursued by the Selen- 
ites, amongst them thev institute a reg- 
ular massacre. 

At last the astronomers have found 
their shell and quickly shut themselves 
in the interior; thanks to the advance 
they have succeeded in gaining over 
their adversaries. Only one, the Presi- 
dent, has been left behind. Fle arrives, 
closely pressed by two Selenites. He 
causes the first to burst by striking him 
with his hands and kicking the other 
violently with his fect, he despatches 
him into space, where he also bursts, 
then he rushes to the rope which hangs 
from the point of the shell balanced on 
the edge of the moon, and letting him- 
self slide down the rope, he gives it an 
impetus which causes the shell to pre- 
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cipitate itself into space. A Selenite 
who at this moment clings to the shell in 
order to hold it back is being drawn 
with it, and hanging on to the projectile, 
accompanies it in its drop. 

The shell falls with sickening rapidi- 
ty. Barbenfouillis clinging to the rope 
underneath tries to enter the projectile, 
whilst the unfortunate Selenite, half 
mad, clings desperately to the shell to 
save himself from falling off. 

The Sea appears. The waves break 
into foam, the shell is attaining a white 
heat by the friction with the air in its 
maddening drop and dashes right into 
the sea, causing enormous columns of 
water to gush up. The sea closes over 
the shell again, and a thick vapor is ris- 
ing, caused by the scorching hot metal 
dropping into the water. 

We continue following the course 
of the shell into the depths of the ocean, 
where amongst the debris of ships, mar- 
ine plants, the medusae, corals and fishes 
of all kinds, the projectile reaches land 
at last. Enormous bubbles of air es- 
cape from the bottom of the sea and 
reach the surface. The shell balances, 
and, thanks to the hermetically sealed 


air in its interior, is rising slowly to the 
surface to the bewilderment of the fishes. 

The shell is being picked up by a 
mail steamer, which, taking it in tow, 
returns to port. The Selenite is still 
seen clinging to the shell. 

In the market place of the town the 
authorities are assembled, the crowd 
awaiting the appearance of the astrono- 
mers. The procession arrives; the mu- 
nicipal band advances, followed by mar- 
jnes drawing the decorated shell. — Fin- 
ally the astronomers arrive amidst a 
general ovation. 

The Mayor congratulates the as- 
tronomers on their happy return. 
Crowning them, he confers upon them 
the Order of the Moon. 

The march past of the fire brigade 
and marines takes place. On the square 
appears the commemorative statue of 
the trip, representing President Barben- 
fouillis vanquishing the moon, with this 
device: ‘Labor Omnia Vincit.” 

The marines, the astronomers, the 
crowd, the Mayor and councillors join in 
chorus dancing around the statue to the 
President,

Scene 1—The Betrothal of Blue Beard. 

At the commencement is scen a 
magnificently furnished audience cham- 
ber situated in the interior of an ancient 
castle. The Lord of the castle and his 
wife are giving a grand ball, in which a 
large number of beautiful and graceful 
maidens are actively engaged. In the 


midst of the festivities a herald enters, 
announcing the visit of Blue Beard, who 
enters immediately afterwards,  sur- 
rounded by his suit. The dance is at 
once stopped, and the owner of the castle 
inquires the reason of Blue Beard’s un- 
expected visit. He explains that he is 
contemplating matrimony, and desires to 


select a wife from amongst the bevy of 
fair maidens that are present at— the 
dance, to which the owner replies that he 
is at liberty to plead his own cause, and 
Blue Beard proceeds to press his suit 
with a number of damscls, who, how- 
ever, pointedly refuse to have anything 
to do with him, owing tu his evil face and 
horrible blue beard. © becoming infuri- 
ated at his treatment, Blue Beard causes ° 
his attendants to display his vast wealth, 
consisting of plate, bags of money, jew- 
els, ete., and tries to accomplish with his 
fortune what his face had failed to do. 
Taking some rings and bracelets from 
the glittering heap, he offers them to the 
daughter of the Lord, who still repels lis 
advances. but ultimately is compelled to. 
accept Blue Beard as her affianced hus- 
band, owing to her father becoming 
overcome with avarice at the sight of 
such vast wealth.  Plue Beard, over- 
joved at the result, immediately proceeds 
to draw up the Marriage Settlement, 
with the assistance of the lawyer that he 
has brought with hin, but. upon the Jaw- 
vers clerk asking him for a_ fee. he 
promptly loses his temper again, and 
after soundly kicking him and his books 
about the room, flings him he avily out of 
the door. Jn conclusion, Blue Beard, 
taking the hand of his future bride. leads 
her away, followed by an admiring 
crowd, 


Scene 2—Preparing the Wedding 


Breakfast. 
The scene here opens in a large 


kitchen, where a number of cooks are 
busily employed in preparing the wed- 
dine brealfast. Blue Beard and_ his 
bride pay a visit of inspection, and pass 
along toward the banqueting hall. The 
chef then orders dinner to be served, and 
a procession of immense pastries, joints, 
dishes. ete.. takes place. Suddenly a 
scullion seizes a bunch of carrots and 
flings them at a kitchen wench who is 
plucking a fowl. She immediately flings 
her basket of feathers at an inoffensive 
waiter, who retaliates by flinging a large 
cabbage at her, but, being a very indif- 
ferent marksman, he hits a cook who is 
stirring a large cauldron of soup a ter- 
rific smack on the side of the head, caus- 
ing him to plunge head first into the 
liquid, and illustrating the proverb of 
“too much cook spoiling the broth.” 


Scene 3—The Wedding Feast. 


Vhe interior of a banqueting hall is 
seen, With an immense number of waiters 
preparing the tables. | The arrival ot 
euests is then announced, and tlue 
Beard enters with his bride, followed by 
a host Of invited guests, Lady Blue 
Beard is magnificently apparelled, her 
dress bearing a train to feet im length, 


which is carried by eight high-born 
pages. The company then seat them 


selves. and a scene of revelry occurs. 


Scene 4—Blue Beard Departs on a 
Journey. 


The wedding festivities being ended. 
Blue Beard is here seen standing at the 
gate of the castle bidding farewell to hi- 
Wife previous to his starting on a jour- 
nex. Ufanding her the keys of the eas- 
tle, he gives her permission to penetrate 
ito every ream, with the exception vt 
one. the key of which he points out. aud 
threatens her with the most horrible pen- 
alties should she dare ta disohey his eom- 
mands. After having very forcibly re- 
heved his mind on the subjeet, and given 
her to clearly understand what she mav 
expect if she trangresses, he starts off 
on his trip. = After the departure of her 
husband, she makes a tour of the apart- 
ments, and coming to the forbidden 
chamber, debates in’ her own mind 
whether to enter or not. At this critical 
moment, the Demon of Curiosity leaps 
out of a large volume on the shelf, and 
impels her to disobey her husband and 
penetrate the secrets of the forbidden 
chamber: having accomplished his pur- 
pose, he again disappears into the vel- 
ume, leaving a trail and flame and smoke 
behind him. 


Scene 5.—The Forbidden Chamber. 


Lady Blue Beard is now in the for- 
hidden chamber, which she finds in com- 
plete darkness, but going to the window 
she unfastens the latch and throws a 
flood of light upon the scene. Turning 
around, she is petrified with horror at the 
sight of seven of Blue Beard’s former 
wives, all dangling neatly from a rope 
stretched across the room, — In her ter- 
ror she drops the key upon the floor, and 
upon recovering it finds it smeared with 
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blood, and all her efforts to remove the 
stains are ineffectual. The Demon of 
Curiosity again appears to the unhappy 
woman, and jeers at her frantic efforts. 
At last almost demented, she throws the 
key away, when it assumes larger dimen- 
sions, and ultimately resolves itself into 
a good fairy, who informs her that al- 
though the stains on the key are perma- 
nent, and that consequently her position 
is Most: precarious, she will do her ut- 
most to extricate her from her danger. 
\iter this declaration, the fairy dimin- 
ishes, and the key resumes its natural 
preportion. 


Scene 6—A Troubled Dream. 

Lady Blue Beard is here seen slum- 
bering on her couch, while at the foot of 
the bed the Vamiliar Demon is seen, 
causing her unconscious mind to be 
troubled with the most dreadful dreanis, 
Vossing about in her sleep, the vision of 
the seven previous Lady Blue Beards, all 
neatly dangling from a rope, again ap- 
pears to her, to be followed by the even 
more terrible j impression of the infuriated 
unage of Blue Beard, with drawn sword. 
proceeding to execute his vengeance and 
make her in a fit condition to take her 
place on the rope with her seven unfor- 
tunate predecessors. This awful deliri- 
um having passed, the unfortunate we- 
man sees her room filled with blood- 
stained Keys of all shapes and sizes, 
dancing: around her bedchamber, and no 
doubt the Demon would have manufac: 
tured a still more horrible nightmare, 
had not the good fairy arrived in. the 
nick of time, and driving him aw av from 
the bedside, sent her poor distracted 
protege into a refreshing slumber. 


Scene 7—Blue Beard’s Discovery and 
Condemnation of His Wife. 


Lady Blue Beard occupies her time 
continually in trvinge to rid the key of 
its damning smear, but without success, 
and at last liet husband returns and find- 
ing her so engaged, asks her what she is 
doing. She being distracted with fear, 
is unable to invent an excuse, and Blue 
Beard seeing the blood-stained key, and 
understanding that his commands had 
been disobeyed, goes mad with rage, and 
prepares to slay her where she stands, 


and it is only with the greatest reluctance 
that he grants her permission to retire to 
the lookout tower for two minutes to 
prepare herself for eternity. Even 
during these two minutes he is constant- 
ly going to the staircase, and shouting 
to her not to waste time, and at last he 
bounds up the stairs four at a time to 
drag the unfortunate lady to the place of 
execution. 


Scene 8—On the Tower Looking For 
Help. 


Lady Llue Beard is seen here sup- 
plicating help fron. Heaven, whilst her 
sister, seated on the summit of the tower, 
is anxiously watching to see if help is 
Heats. Ly er and anon the unhappy wife 
ejaculates, “Sister Anne, Sister Anne, 
can vou see anybody coming?" and at 
last her sister replies that she can see her 
two brothers approaching the castle. and 
waves her handkerchiei, making signals 
of distress, and trying to hasten their ap- 
proach. At this moment Blue Beard 
appears on the scene, and, seizing the 
unhappy lady by the hair of her head, 
violently drags her down the staircase 


Scene 9—At the Place of Execution. 


Glue Beard is seen dragging his 
wife in the most brutal fashion to the 
place of execution, and, disregarding her 
entreaties for mercy, proceeds to slowly 
sharpen an enormous knife in order to 
behead the lady. Te is interrupted by 
a terrible uproar, and pauses irresolutely. 


scene 10—The Arrival of the De- 
liverers, 


The door is here forced violently 
open, and the two brothers of Lady Blue 
Beard rush into the room, one being a 
Dragoon, and the other a Musketeer, 
Drawing their swords, they advance to- 
wards Blue Beard, who, nothing loth, 
prepares for the attack. 


Scene 11—Death of Blue Beard. 


A terrific contest ensues, Blue Beard 
fighting desperately, and although he 
manages to disarm one of his adversaries, 
he is transfixed by the sword of the oth- 
er, pinning him against the wall, and 
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being mortally wounded, proceeds to 
expire with convulsive contortions, 
whilst the two brothers and sister of 
Lady Blue Beard, do their best to reas- 
sure her. The old familiar Demon ap- 
pears here for the last time, but before he 
can do any harm the good fairy arrives 
and defeats him, and causes the seven 
wives of Blue Beard to come to life 
again. This kills Blue Beard, and seven 
gaily attired Lords appear and marry the 
happy widows. 


Scene 12—Apotheosis. The Eight 
Wives Over Blue Beard’s Corpse. 


This is a beautiful landscape picture. 
In the foreground Blue Beard is seen ly- 
ing dead on the ground, whilst the wife 
and two brothers are standing rownd 
him. In the air is the Good Fairy, 
seated in a beautiful chariot, drawn by 
swans, from which elevation she is seen 
blessing the union of the seven lords and 
their resurrected brides.

A Grand Spectacular Performance in Nine Scenes. 


Scene 1—Trading the Cow. 


Jack’s mother, being very poor, has 
dispatched him to the market to sell her 
only cow that they may not starve. The 
good fairy meets the village butcher at 
the bridge and informs him that Jack will 
pass that way with a cow which he can 
doubtless purchase for a hatful of beans, 
Jack being a very careless and foolish 
lad. The fairy vanishes, and Jack ap- 
pears upon the scene leading a cow. The 
bargain is struck, and Jack runs away to

Shows Jack’s return to his mother’s 
cottage, bringing the beans in his hat 
and showing them to her in great glee, 
his mother’s disappointment and scold- 
ing, which ends in Jack being sent sup- 
perless to bed, and the mother throwing 
the beans in the garden in great anger. 
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Scene 3—Growing of the Beanstalk. 

A night scene in the garden, with 
beautiful moonlight and cloud effects, 
The good fairy appears, and waving her 
magic wand, commands the beanstalk to 
grow; and lo and behold, from the hatful 
of beans that has been so ruthlessly 
thrown into the garden, a beanstalk of 
great size is seen to grow in a few min- 
utes, and to climb up the cliff above the 
clouds. 


Scene 4—Jack’s Dream. 

Showing the interior of Jack's bed- 
room, with the moonlight streaming 
through the window. The good fairy 
appears and stands beside Jack's cot di- 
recting his dream. Jack dreams of the 
growing beanstalk and the award that 
awaits he who dares to climb it. Next 
he sees a vision of the Horn of Plenty, 
bags of the giant’s gold and the talking 
harp, which dances before him in a 
weird manner. 
cles appear and disappear in the picture, 
coming as if from the dim distance, and 
as quickly and silently fading away. The 
climax of this scene is reached when the 
hen which lays the golden eges walks 
into Jack’s chamber. An egg is Ieft on 
the floor, which suddenly grows to an 
enormous size, breaks in two, and there 
appears in its center Jack’s little fairy, 
who is afterwards to make him happy for 
life. 


Scene 5—Climbing the Beanstalk. 
Jack awakes in the carly morning 
and looking out from his window, finds 
the enormous’ beanstalk which has 
grown above the clouds. Remember- 
ing his dream of the night before, he be- 
lieves he can climb it with ease, but also 
remembering his mother’s scolding for 
trading the cow for the beans, he is 
prompted to be cautious, and concludes 
to consult his mother. She protests 
vigorously against his climbing the bean- 
stalk, but Jack sending her into the 
house on a pretext, start up the bean- 
stalk without her knowledge. The 
mother returns and is frantic when she 
finds Jack has gone up beyond her reach. 
She scolds and commands him to return, 
but the dauntless boy only laughs and 
continues to climb. His playmates who 


One by one these arti- 


are calling for Jack on their way to 
school, witness Jack's start on his peril- 
ous journey, and joining hands, they 
dance about the beanstalk in great num- 
bers, cheering and waving their hats at 
the brave boy. 


Scene 6—Jack Above the Clouds. 


Here we dissolve the view and show 
Jack two-thirds up the beanstalk, far 
above the clouds, with his mother’s cot- 
tage and the hilltops a great distance be- 
low him. He is still tirelessly climbing 
his ladder of bean vines, and pauses as 
he reaches a dizzy height to wave his hat 
to his playmates and mother. 


Scene 7—Arrival at the Top of the 
Beanstalk. 


Jack arrives at the top of the bean- 
stalk in what appears to be a fairyland. 
He is very tired and sleepy and lays 
down in a bed of moss to rest. He soon 
falls asleep, and good fairy again appears 
and tells Jack the story of the giant, who, 
many years ago, killed and robbed his 
father, (who was a knight residing in a 
castle.) and drove his mother from their 
home. She then causes a vision of the 
Giant's castle to appear before Jack, and 
commands him to go to the Giant's 
house where great fortunes await him. 
Jack’s enthusiasm is fired by the story of 
his father’s wrongs and he immediately 
sets out to obey the commands of the 
fairy. 


Scene 8—The Giant’s Kitchen. 


Shows Jack’s arrival at the Giant's 
house and being admitted to the kitchen 
by the Giant’s wife. The Giant sudden- 
ly enters, and in great fear lest he kill 
and eat the little boy, the good wife hides 
Jack in a large kettle. The Giant comes 
in and roughly demands his supper, 
then his harp, bags of gold and the hen 
which lays the golden eggs. He finally 
falls asleep from the playing of the harp. 
Jack creeps from his hiding place in the 
kettle and stcals the hen and as many of 
the bags of gold as he can carry away. 
Just as he leaves the kitchen door the 
Giant awakens, and seizing his great 
cudgel chases our little hero, who is now 
thoroughly frightened. 
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Scene 9—Jack Descending the Bean- 
stalk and Death of the Giant. 


The chase to the beanstalk has been 
very close, but Jack reaches it a little 
ahead of the Giant. He throws the bags 
of gold down into his mother’s garden 
and quickly scrambles down with the 
precious hen hanging over his shoulder. 
Reaching the ground first, he hastily 
commands his mother to bring him the 
ax, and vigoreusly chops at the bean- 


stalk until it falls in a heap, bringing the 
giant to the ground with a mighty crash, 
breaking his neck and instantly. killing 
him. = Tlere the good fairy again ap- 
pears and informs Jack that he has acted 
like a brave knight's son and that he de- 
serves to have his inheritance restored to 
lum. She waves her magie wand and 
lo, Jack's costume is changed from that 
of a peasant boy to a voung knight and 
his mother is likewise transformed from 
a peasant woman to a lady, 


“LITTLE RED RIDING HOOD.” 
550 FEET. : 


Underway. 


Scene 1—The Kitchen of Mr. Plum- 
cake. 


Inside a picturesque kitchen in the 
country. The pastrycook, his wife, and 
the assistants are working; the one is 
selling the cakes to the customers, the 
others moulding the dough or puttine 
the cakes into an enormous oven. — Lit- 
tle Red Riding Hood, sitting near a 
table. is reading a book. Wer father 
and mother having left the kitchen, the 
little mischievous girl begins to skip all 
round, and she falls down on the back of 
a poor workman who is kneading the 
bread, the poor fellow toppling over 
head first into the mixing trough. Te 
is taken out by the other pastry cooks, 
who wash his face and again make him 
presentable. The parents of Red Rid- 
ing Hood return, and after scolding 
their girl, hand her the traditional cake 
and the pot of butter which she is to 
carry to her grandmother. 


Scene 2—The Main Street of the Vil- 
lage. 


The scene gradually changes and 
shows the main thoroughfare of the vil- 
lage. In the back ground on the hill is 
noted the windmill of the “Merry Mil- 
ler,” and near it is the grandmother’s 
cottage. On the left is the path leading 
towards the mill, while on the right, out- 
side of the kitchen, are the villagers go- 
ing to work. Little Red Riding Tood 
kisses her parents and proceeds along 


the pathway towards’ the cottage of her 
grandmother. 


Scenes 3 and 4—The Forest. Dance 
of the School Girls. 

A picturesque seene with a bridye 
and a brook running beneath the trees. 
Red Riding Hood, instead of making 
haste, lingers for the purpose of gather- 
ing flowers. Sudden appearance of the 
wolf to the terrible fright of the little 
girl, The wolf addresses her soothing- 
Iv, and asks her where she is going, Af- 
ter her reply he hastens to arrive before 
her at the grandmother's cottage, — Red 


Riding ood continues to enjoy herself, 
thinking she has plenty of time: she 
meets with her mates coming from 
school and joins them in a danee. A\f- 
ter their departure she thinks of her mis- 
sion to her grandmother, and, crossing 
the bridge, is seen running towards the 
cottage. 


Scenes 5 and 6—The Windmill and the 

Merry Miller. 

We are now transported to the top 
of the hill. The center of the picture is 
occupied by the splendid windmill of the 
Merry Miller, known as “Father Care- 
less.” Te arrives on the scene accom: 
panied by his donkey, “Clever Jack.” 
loaded with heavy bags of corn. Comj- 
cal sketch, in which the donkey refuses 
to go further, kicking his master and 
throwing down his load of bags. The 
miller tries to replace them again, but 
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Without success. At last he resolyes to 
put the bag upon his own shoulders, and 
goes to the mill followed by the donkey, 
who struts along in a most amusing 
way. ‘The sails of the mill are then 
seen revolving, 


Scene 7—The Grandmother’s Cottage. 

Arrival of the wolf at the door of 
grandmother. Tle knocks at the door, 
and, according to the tale, pulls on the 
rope, the door opens itself, and the wolf 
enters. This seene is then changed to 
the interior view of the cottage, the sec- 
tions of which open in all directions and 
show the interior of the bed room and 
the arrival of the wolf. (ine example 
of stage engineering.) 


Scene 8—The Grandmother’s Bed 

Room. 

The poor old woman is sleeping: in 
her bed. Before she has had time to 
appreciate her danger the wolf jumps on 
to the bed, and after a comical fight, eats 
the grandmother, and attiring himself 
in her nighteap and nightgown, gets 
into bed, and awaits the arrival of Red 
Riding Flood. 


Scene 9—The Pursuit of the Wolf. 

The little girl finally arrives, and af- 
ter knocking at the door walks into the 
room, = She seats herself on the bed, 
Which is occupied by the wolf instead of 
as she thinks by her grandmother. Ex- 
pressive pantomime: (Oh! grandmother, 
how big your eves are. They are to 
see you better, my child, etc.) Just as 
the wolf is going to eat the poor girl, 
the pastrycooks, who were sent to fetch 
Red Riding Mood, arrive, her parents 
having become anxious on account of 
her long absence. Beginning of the 
pursuit of the wolf, who after having 
thrown down the men, jumps through a 
window, breaking the glass, and is fol- 
lowed by an increasing number of bak- 
ers. (Change of Scene.) ~The pursuit 
continues into the forest, the wolf being 
followed by the crowd of villagers and 
pastrycooks still wearing the nightgown 
and cap of grandmother. 


Scene 10—The Steep Rocks and 

Waterfall. 

‘splendid scene, showing a torrent 
of water spanned by a rustic bridge 
tumbling over a series of rocks. A 
guard understanding the case is placed 
inambush behind the rocks. Lhe wolf 
approaches, and is seen running over the 
bridge, = The guard kills him with his 
gun. Death of the wolf. In his agony 
he turns somersaults, and finally falls 
against the balustrade af the bridge, 
breaking it, and tumbles down into the 
stream. Arrival of the pastrycooks, all 
out of breath after their long race, they 
pull the body of the wolf out of the 
Water and carry it away upon a wheel- 
barrow. 


Scene 11—Return to Village. 

We are now on the principal square 
of the village. A river with a stone 
bridge crosses the same. On the left 
is shown a bie stand for the town. of- 


ficials, lags at the windows, with 
banners announcing the festival. On 


the place some countrymen and country- 
women in their Sunday clothes dance, 
while the countryman placed on the 
parapet of the river plays on a hurdy- 
gurdy. Arrival of the procession of the 
authoritites, guards, firemen, the Mavor, 
Councillors, Municipal Band, scholars, 
sporting clubs, villagers. ete. These 
are followed by the pastrveooks, bring- 
ing the wolf's carcass stripped of his 
skin. The father of Red Riding [ood 
cuts off the head of the wolf and places 
it on the top of a flag pole, and splitting 
the body, it is then roasted over a big 
fire aniongst the rejoicings of the crowd. 


Scene 12—Apothesis. 

Iu a sumptuous and original scene 
composed of cakes and all kitchen uten- 
sils of enormous size, a great number of 
charming pastrycooks (men, women and 
children) are cheering Red Riding Hood 
inher triumph. Just as St. George kills 
the Dragon, so Red Riding Hood 
pierces the wolf with a long lance. The 
group of Red Riding Hood and the wolf 
is placed on a pedestal formed of large 
cases and enormous butter tubs, ete., ete. 
A splendid finish to the series.

The Astronomer’s Dream, or the Trip 
to the Moon.

In the opening of this film is seen 
the Astronomer intently poring over his 
book, evidently dumfounded at some 
phenomena he has seen in the sky, and 
the cause of which he is seeking for. 
Suddenly, in a cloud of smoke, Satan 
appears and surprises the Astronomer. 
At the comniand of the Fairy Queen, 
who suddenly appears, Satan vanishes, 
and she, making a few passes over the 
Astronomer, awakens him, and as he 
goes forward to meet her she disappears. 
The Astronomer proceeds todrawa globe 
on the blackboard, after having discov- 
ered what he had been seeking for in 
the volume lying on the table, and draw- 
ing a small circle at the head of the 
blackboard, which is presumed to be one 
of the lesser lights of the Heavens, and 
standing aside to’ view his work, the 
smaller circle suddenly moves downward 
on the screen and attaches itself to the 
globe, when the entire drawing imme- 
diately becomes an animated picture of 
a jumping jack, much to the surprise 
and astonishment of the Astronomer. 
The Astronomer is dumbfounded, and 
going over to the blackboard he lifts it 
from the easel, when it disappears from 
his hands. Grasping a small telescope 
to find where and how the blackboard 
escaped, this also leaves his hands as if 
by magic, and he rushes back to the 
book on the table to seek for the meaning 
of this wonderful procedure. He then 
picks up the volume from the table, 
which also disappears, and drawing the 
table over in order to face the moon he 
rests himself on the end of it, when the 
table disappears throwing him violently 
to the ground. He is thoroughly fright- 
ened by this time, and drawing a stool 
over to the place where the table had 
been, and seating himself on the stool, 


he proceeds to examine the face of the 
moon closely, when the chair suddenly 
disappears and he is again thrown to the 
ground. ‘lhe Astronomer is very much 
excited, and rushing over to the large 
telescope he tries to discover by what 
means all his paraphernalia had van- 
ished. 

The tricky moon now appears, and 
it is safe to say that a more hungry moon 
than this was never seen. She begins 
her repast by eating the immense tele- 
scope used by the Astronomer in the 
former picture. The moon rolls her eyes 
forward and backward, opens her large 
jaws, showing her immense teeth, and 
proceeds to chew the telescope until no- 
thing remains of it but a lot of dust, 
which she finally ejects on the floor; she 
apparently enjoys the repast, much to 
the surprise and discomfort of the As- 
tronomer, The Astronomer flies around 
apparently wild at the loss of his wonder- 
ful telescope. It is amusing and also 
amazing to see the moon eject the tele- 
scope in powderlike form, and the As- 
tronomer throws himself down in disgust 
on its remains. Suddenly the moon 
opens wide her mouth and there comes 
forth a tot of about five summers. She 
is immediately followed by two others, 
and they proceed to dance around the 
Astronomer, and vanish one at a time 
until but one is left. The Astronomer, 
picking her up, thinking he could keep 
her, hugs her tightly in his arms, but 
she also vanishes. Tired and heart 
broken the Astronomer grasps a broom 
and attempts to strike the moon, when 
she suddenly vanishes and in the dist- 
ance laughs at him, rolling her eyes for- 
ward and backward, apparently con- 
vulsed with laughter. 

The Astronomer finally gives up in 
despair and seats himself in the corner 
of the room, watching the moon as it 
laughs and squints at him. The moon 
suddenly changes to a crescent, and a 
fairy appears sitting comfortably on it. 
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The Astronomer sits and gazes wildly 


at the moon, when a figure appears be- 
fore him and as he picks up the small 
telescope to examine the crescent, the 
veiled figure which stands before him 
throws back its veil and becomes ani- 
mated, and he rushes forward and grasps 
it, when to his utter amazement it leaves 
his arms and disappears in the air. He 
gropes wildly for it, and finally seats 
himself on the chair again, when the 
Fairy Queen appears in the crescent. 
She first seats herself, and the strono- 
mer puts his arms out for her, thinking 
perhaps he can reach her, when she dis- 
appears and in her place there stands a 
marble statue of a man. The Astrono- 
mer, in his efforts to reach her falls to 
the ground. Rising and seeing the 
statue he is so incensed that he grasps 
a club, and as he is about to crush the 
statue it suddenly becomes alive. 

The Astronomer is now thoroughly 
disheartened, and the large moon again 
appearing to his view he throws himself 
into it, and the moon, winking one eve, 
proceeds to chew him up to her own en- 
tire satisfaction. The moon's large teeth 
are seen to sink into the Astronomer 
again and again until he is reduced to 
small pieces, when piece by piece he is 
ejected from the moon’s mouth and lies 
there one piled on the other. Suddenly, 
in a cloud of smoke, Satan appears and 
makes a few passes over the remains of 
the Astronomer, but the Fairy Queen 
drives him off again. She proceeds to 
pick up different parts of the Astrono- 
mer and hurls them across the room, and 
piece by piece they take ticir proper 
position in the chair, until the Astrono- 
mer is again seated as he was before, 
with the exception of his head, which 
she finally picks up from the floor and 
places on his shoulders.

Here is one to fool you. As the 
characters disappear in the air you sit 
and wonder “how it happened.” ’ By no 
visible aid they jump over a 15-foot wall 
and appear again to go through the same 
manoeuvers, much to vour surprise and 
amusement.

This is rich. While looking at this 
man he changes completely into different 
characters.

This is funny. A tramp is seen per- 
forming with magical effect.

This is 
repeated several times until, exasperated, 
he throws it down on the floor and stands 
onit. He then takes off his coat. but 
this behaves in the same manner as his 
hat; it will not stay off his shoulders. 
He drops his handkerchief, and stoop- 
ing to pick it up he grasps a ghost who 
arises with him from the ground. Te 
seizes an umbrella and drives the ghost 
off. Laying his hat and coat on the 
ground they become suddenly animated 
and hop off. After numerous other an- 
tics the poet seats himself and the spirit- 
ualist returns and bows his victim out. 
This film cannot be accurately described.

Then both 
bring a platform and construct section 
by section a huge magic lantern. Punch 
puts inside of it a large lamp, lights it 
and opens the slide, thereby throwing 
upon the wall a large white disc within 
which pictures in varying subjects be- 
gin to appear. At first a grand person- 
age with his consort is shown, then 
follow two eccentric characters, and 
afterwards the pictures of Pierre and 
Punch highly magnified. (These mov- 
ing pictures dissolve one into the other 
upon a white background—a new feat 
in cinematographic work.) Punch 
puts out the light in the lantern and 
the views disappear, when suddenly 
the sections of the lantern fall apart 
and out of them come forth six danc- 
ing girls who do a four-step. And as 
they finish, a charming eccentrique 
makes her appearance and does a very 
pretty turn. The magic lantern, which 
had been shut up by Punch, again 
opens and out of it emerges an entire 
corps de ballet, and they all execute a 
dance together. The “premiére dan- 
secuse”’ comes on and mingles with the 
dancers; Punch and Pierre become her 
suitors, they quarrel and soon engage 
in a hard fight, the sight of which 
causes the dancers to flee in terror. A 
body of policemen arrive. Pierre and 
Punch hide in the lantern. The police- 
men examine it on every side. Sud- 
denly the lantern opens, but the occu- 
pants have vanished and have been re- 
placed by a monster, who extends him- 
self and contracts and at the same time 
executes some ludicrous contortions. 
The policemen at this strange sight 
flee in hopeless confusion, the corps de 
ballet returns and dances among the 
remains of the lantern and around the 
monster who contiuues to contort him- 
self in a peculiar fashion. 


John and James, 


180 feet. 
A prestidigitateur dressed in eccen- 
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tric costume enters with his assistant. 
He proposes to execute some marvel- 
ous tricks. The servant, believing that. 
he would be comfortable in an arm- 
chair, sits down in it, but finds that it 
conceals a bucket of water into which 
he falls. The juggler brings a large, 
empty cask and puts it upon a table, 
and fills it up with several pails of 
water. He leaps into the cask to take 
a bath, but he is bitten and hastily 
gets out. The water has disappeared, 
and in turning the cask upside down, 
some chickens come out of it very 
much alive. He stands the cask up 
again and shows with a pail that it is 
filled with water just as at first. Sud- 
denly there comes out of the cask a 
pretty young girl, whom the juggler 
places in a chair upon a table. When 
he has wrapped her up in a veil he 
aims at her an enormous pistol, fires 
it, and the flash resembles that of a 
large cannon. The veil falls, disclos- 
ing the assistant, and at the same time 
the young girl emerges from the cask 
on the other table. The juggler shuts 
the girl up in the cask and then tips 
it over and out of it emerge two pigs, 
one of which is changed into a poodle 
just as he leaps into the juggler’s arms. 
And again the juggler shows that the 
cask is full of water. Hecurls up upon 
it, doubles himself up, and disappears 
within, only to reappear again through 
the floor whilst the assistant is emerg- 
ing from the cask. Both now empty 
the water out of the cask into a bucket. 
Each one leaps into the latter and dis- 
appears, but suddenly comes upon the 
scene through the cask. They make 
their exit after a salute, but they once 
more come to view within the cask 
wrapped in one another’s embrace in 
a most ridiculous attitude. 


Decapitation in Turkey, 


138 feet. 


In a public place in Constantinople, 
at the corner of a bazaar, the execu- 
tioner is seated upon a stone and is 


resting from his deadly labors while 
eating a crust of bread. Suddenly there 
come running into the place a lot of 
Turkish men and women preceding 
some Turkish policemen, who drag 
along four prisoners in chains. The 
policemen shut up the four prisoners in 
the pillory. Their four heads stick up 
through the huge plank, which is pro- 
vided with four openings. One of the 
policemen urges the executioner to de- 
capitate the prisoners. He, according 
ly, seizes a mighty sabre and cuts off 
by a single stroke the four heads, 
which roll upon the ground. After hav- 
ing placed the heads in a cask, he re- 
sumes eating his meal. Immediately 
the four heads pop out of the cask one 
at a time to see what the executioner 
is doing, and in due order each one 
seeks its body. The four executed 
prisoners thus reunited throw them- 
selves upon the headsman, and in spite 
of his resistance one of them picks up 
the sabre lying upon the ground and 
cuts his body into two pieces. The 
four prisoners take flight. The two 
legs and the lower part of the body 
run frantically, whilst the bust upon 
the ground calls to them with gestures 
of despair. Finally, when the legs, in 
their flight come close to the bust, it 
seizes them and thus the pieces of the 
executioner are united. Then he calls 
the policemen who, followed by the 
crowd, enter into the pursuit of the es- 
caping men, who will probably never 
be found. 


The Magic Hoop, 
so feet. 

Two pretty maidens open this pic- 
ture and are seen holding a large hoop. 
In the centre of the hoop appears a 
head of huge proportions. The head ‘is 
that of a giant and his fierce grimaces 
almost frighten one. He laughs and 
cries alternately. A clown, sitting 
close by, is attracted by the actions of 
the maidens, and on coming forward, 
observed the giant head. He leaps 
into the hoop headlong and everything 
goes up in smoke. 
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The Magic Umbrella, 


170 feet. 


The scene is similar to that seen at 
Coney Island, where a number of 
shows are constantly going on. A Jug- 
gler enters, dressed in promenade cos- 
tume, with an overcoat hanging over 
his arm, a silk hat on his head and 
carrying a cane, Laying down his 
coat and cane, he uses his hat for some 
of his juggling feats. Throwing the 
hat to the ground, it suddenly becomes 
a balloon, which he catches and bal- 
ances on the end of the cane. The bal- 
loon turns into a piece of cloth, which 
in turn becomes an umbrella cover on 
the end of the cane. Concealing him- 
self behind the umbrella for a moment, 
he suddenly comes forth clothed in the 
costume of a young Greek. He draws 
out of the umbrella a beautiful woman 
in Algerian costume. One after the 
other, he takes from the umbrella a 
Swiss, Spanish, Russian, Italian, Turk- 
ish, Holland, Swedish and Gypsy 
Maiden, and, as a finish, a beautiful 
Fairy appears, the latter dropping out 
of a bunch of roses as they fall from 
the umbrella. Thus there have been 
produced by one umbrella, ten beauti- 
ful maidens which our Juggler poses 
in a charming group. He causes each 
one to jump to the floor, but in their 
descent each one changes her costume 
to that of an up-to-date coquette. They 
all engage in a dance, and the scenery 
changes. The Juggler assumes his 
original costume. He tears the um- 
brella apart and the latter again be- 
comes a cane. He misses his hat. Per- 
ceiving the balloon in the corner, he 
seizes it, and it again becomes a high 
hat, which he dons and bows himself 
out of the picture. 


Jacky Jaggers and Dummy Dum, 


160 feet. 


These comical fellows are about to 
do their famous knock-about act. 
Jacky Jaggers is supposed to be drunk 


and begins to sing. Dummy Dum is 
driven almost frantic by the noise and 
attacks his partner by punching him 
with his fist, caning him and finally 
attacking him with a Seltzer Siphon, 
but all to no purpose. Seizing a huge 
mallet, he gives his chum a terrific 
blow, which drives him partly into the 
floor, so that only his head and trunk 
protrudes. Jaggers will not be quiet 
and Dummy Dum hits him again until 
only his head appears, and he jumps 
on the head with both feet until there 
is nothing left. A Dummy is brought 
forth and Dummy bounces its head on 
the ground until it turns into a rub- 
ber ball. Throwing it high into the 
air, it descends on his head and is im- 
mediately transformed into a high hat, 
which he juggles for a while. He then 
throws it on the floor, when it again 
becomes a ball, and from that into the 
head of the dummy from which it orig- 
inally was taken. A clown appears, 
and, throwing the arms, legs and trunk 
of the dummy to Dummy Dum, he 
wraps them up in a table-cloth and 
attempts to carry them away, but it is 
too heavy for him, and on looking into 
the cloth to see what impedes his prog- 
ress, he discovers that the dummy has 
come to life. She performs a few lively 
steps and falls into Dummy Dum’s 
arms, Where she breaks to pieces. 
Dummy Dum profoundly bows to the 
audience, while Jaggers reappears 
through the floor and hits his partner 
a violent blow. Exasperated beyond 
endurance, Dummy Dum kicks Jag- 
gers violently, and he is scattered into 
a thousand pieces all over the stage. 
Dummy Dum leaves, and it will make 
you to look in wonderment when you 
see Jaggers’ body, which had been 
scattered all over the ground, collect 
itself, and in course of time each part 
joins the other and Jaggers leaps to his 


feet, safe and sound, but he looks at 


himself with surprise as he is dressed 
in the costume of a ballet dancer. He 
rushes off to revenge himself on his 
Dummy Dum.

The Spiritualist in Photography, 
145 feet. 

A photographing spiritualist resolves 
to photograph a person without a cam- 
era, by the aid of his secret powers. He 
covers a frame with a sheet of white 
paper, before which he orders his sub- 
ject to stand. Lighting a magic pow- 
der, one sees the subject gradually dis- 
appear and his likeness forms on the 
paper. The photographer shapes the 
paper in a large cone, in which is dis- 
covered the person who vanished, the 
paper meanwhile having become en- 
tirely blank as at first. This is the 
first successful attempt to photograph 
a moving picture with a white back- 
ground and with the absence of the ob- 
jectionable flicker. 


Musical Maniac, 
131 feet. 

A singing teacher, followed by his 
pupils, meet in the fields some tele- 
graph wires strung on poles. ‘These 
wires, the professor thinks, would form 
a very effective musical staff. He car- 
ries an enormous key of G which he 
throws upon the wires to give the prop: 
er pitch to his pupils. He forms a 
measure by fixing his cane in a perpen- 
dicular position among the wires which 
run ina parallel direction, thus forming 
the lines of a staff of music. In order to 
lines of a staff of music. In order to 
have notes, he tears off his own head 
and fixes it among the wires. Thus 
he obtained the first note of his air. 
Then he fixes upon this staff several 
heads corresponding in position to the 
first part of the tune, “God Save the 
King.” One hears the beating of 
drums, the heads rearrange themselves 
and one sees the second line of the air. 
Another beating of drums, and the 
heads shift about until they form the 
third line of music. Satistied, the pro- 
fessor departs, followed by his pupils. 
The heads, abandoned among the 


wires, cast a look at the crowd as it 
disappears. Immediately they are 
changed to birds and fly away. This 
subject, accompanied by the proper 
music, produces great laughter. 


Monstrosity, 


182 feet. 

An Egyptian prince has lost his be- 
loved wife and he has sought a dervish 
who dwells at the base of the sphinx. 
The prince promises him a vast fortune 
if the dervish will only give him the 
opportunity of gazng once more upon 
the features of his wife. The dervish 
accepts the offer. Ne brings in from 
a neighboring tomb the receptacle con- 
taining the remains of the princess. He 
opens it and removes the skeleton, 
which he places upon the ground close 
beside him. Then, turning to the moon 
and raising his arms outstretched to- 
ward it, he invokes the moon to give 
back life to her who is no more. The 
skeleton begins to move about, becomes 
animated, and arises. The dervish 
puts it upon a bench and covers it with 
a white linen; a masque conceals its 
ghostly face. At a second invocation 
the skeleton begins again to move, 
arises, and performs a weird dance. In 
performing its contortions it partly dis- 
appears in the ground. While perform- 
ing its feats it increases gradually in 
size, its neck assuming enormous pro- 
portions, much to the horror of the 
prince, who fails to see in this gro- 
tesque character the wife whom he has 
lost, The dance ceases. The dervish 
throws a veil over the hideous crea- 
ture. Then appear the real princess 
as she was when her husband pos- 
sessed her. The prince darts forward 
to take her into his arms to give her a 
last kiss, but the dervish stops him, 
wraps the young lady in the veil and 
throws her into the arms of the prince. 
When he removes the veil he finds only 
the skeleton of his former wife. The 
vision has disappeared, and the prin- 
cess has returned to dust. The dervish 
withdraws, and the prince pursues him 
with his threats and his curses. 


Lessons in Drawing, 


160 feet. 


In a corner of the garden we see an 
ornamental fountain. An old profes- 
sor comes along, looking for a nice 
spot where he can teach his pupils. 
Finding the fountain to his liking he 
goes after his scholars. A mysterious 
person who has noticed the old man, 
by means of a balloon, a handkerchief 
and a coat, constructs a peculiar figure, 
doing a lot of tricks at the same time. 
The professor returns with his class 
and all prepare for work, when, at the 
sien of the juggler, the statue comes to 
life, makes fun of the professor and 
finally is transformed into a fountain 
surmounted by a dolphin, throwing up 
streams of water. The unlucky pro- 
fessor loses his balance, tumbles into 
the water and gets a shower bath 
while the pupils sketch the scene. 
most laughable subject. 


The Mysterious Fire, 
65 feet. 

A juggler enters upon the scene, 
picks up a skull, throws it into the air, 
catches it in his hands, where it 1s 
transformed into a handkerchef. The 
handkerchief, after being twirled about 
a wand, is changed to a napkin, and 
afterward to a tablecloth. Gut of the 
table cloth comes a servant. The ser- 
vant brings a low table upon which the 
juggler throws some magic powder. 
The powder takes fire and blazes up 
into a large flame, in the midst of 
which appears a beautiful female. The 
flames die away, the lady descends to 
show that she is alive. She mounts the 
table again. The juggler leaves the 
room. The servant falls in love with 
the lady and proposes marriage, but 
she fades from view. The juggler re- 
enters and head over heels disappears 
from the top of a chair. The servant 
rushes toward the chair, juggler re- 
appears coming out from under the ta- 
ble, seizes the servant and, throwing 
him to the floor, reduces him to smoke. 
He disposes of the chair in like manner 
and dances off. 


Revenge is Sweet, 


200 feet. 

Two guards bring a sorcerer into the 
hall of a palace of the time of the Mid- 
dle Ages. The king who follows them 
orders the sorcerer to be chained and 
to be condemned to death for his prac- 
tice of witchcraft. He begs the king to 
permit him just‘one hour of liberty, as- 
suring the king that he will create, 
thanks to his power, a charming wom- 
an, worthy of becoming the king’s con- 
sort. The king, after a moment of hesi- 
tation, agrees. The sorcerer asks the 
king to remove the guards. The king 
commands them to retire, but not to 
4. 8° far away so as to be within easy 
call. The sorcerer evokes a spirit. A 
‘demon emerges from the floor, and at 
' the command of the sorcerer goes and 
finds a palanquin, which is brought in 
by beautiful pages. In this palanquin 
which the sorcerer shows, at first, to 
be empty, three lovely Greek goddesses 
slowly appear. The king is charmed, 
dut he remarks to the sorcerer that the 
Greek costumes do not please him. But 
they are quickly transformed, under 
the spell of the magician, into rich 
court dresses. The lady in the middle 
becomes a haughty queen, the two 
others are changed to ladies in waiting. 
The king takes the hand of the queen 
and escorts her, followed by her two 
attendants, to a seat beside his throne. 
The pages remove the palanquin. The 
king asks the magician to amuse the 
company by some of his wonderful 
tricks. So the magician takes a chair 
which he makes waltz about the hall. 
Then he throws it into the air, where 
the chair is transformed into a royal 
clown who performs some feats of dis- 
location. He ends his performance by 
a perilous leap and falls back to the 
floor in the original form of the chair. 
The magician darts into the chair, 
makes a saucy face at the king and dis- 
appears turning somersaults. The 
king rushes down to the chair in as- 
tonishment. The chair disappears and 
at the same time the magician reap- 
pears upon the royal throne. The king 


in a rage summons the guards and or- 
ders them to arrest the magician. The 
later throws down the guards, trans- 
forms them to demons, whom he orders 
to arrest and chain the king. ‘Then, 
putting on the royal crown, the sor- 
cerer goes out dancing with the queen 
and her attendants, who are no other 
than diabolical personages, while the 
king, because he was too credulous, re- 
mains chained to the spot—a condition 
in which he wished to place the sor- 
cerer at the beginning. 


He Couldn’t Sleep in That Inn, 


335 feet. 

Interior of the bedroom of an inn. 
There enters a traveler, slightly in- 
toxicated, accompanied by a servant, 
who carries his baggage. The traveler 
takes off his hat, his coat and his shoes. 
The servant places these things upon 
a valise in such a way that they re- 
semble the outlines of the back of an 
old codger. The servant withdraws. 
A funny scene follows when the drunk- 
en chap tries to light his pipe from a 
candlestick. The candlestick rises in 
the air, and the flame is put out by a 
portrait placed in a frame on the wall. 
The guest lights the candle, and he 
tries to light his pipe again. A second 
time the candlestick rises up, and the 
personage in the picture having become 
animated swallows candle and candle- 
stick. The fellow jumps backward, 
bumps up against his valise. Taking 
his clothes for an intruder, he kicks 
at them. The boots become animated 
and kick him in return. The fellow, 
enraged, throws himself upon his va- 
lise, which he imagines to be a per- 
son, struggles with it and rolls upon 
the floor, entangled among all his 
clothes. He restores everything to its 
former place, but his boots begin to 
dance about the room. The poor, in- 
toxicated fellow gocs after them, but 
the boots ascend the wall and disap- 
pear in the ceiling. He goes to bed. 
Immediately the bed begins to dance 
wildly about the room, then falls upon 
him, burying him among the covers, 


mattress and the pieces of the bed. He 
extricates himself in a rage, restores 
everything to order again, but just as 
he attempts to get into bed he finds 
himself suddeniy thrown under it. He 
crawls out and spies the moon through 
a casement window. Believing that he 
has discovered an enemy, he strikes the 
window with a broom, and the window 
bursts into pieces. The moon reap- 
pears on the dial of a clock; then sud- 
denly it assumes the face of a grinning 
clown. The drunken fellow starts 
back, he stumbles against the valise, 
into the air, where it assumes the form 
of a demon, whom the fellow tries to 
catch. The furniture, the washbowl, 
the pitcher fly into pieces. The pro- 
prictor of the hotel and all the guests, 
awakened by the disturbance, enter the 
room. Stormy explanations follow, 
and a battle ensues. The people fol- 
low one another, leaping through win- 
dows, pictures and mirrors. The pro- 
prietor is hit on the head by a board 
laden with all sorts of objects, and a 
large portrait falls upon his head. Fi- 
nally, at the moment when the drunk- 
en fellow is on the point of being 
seized, he disappears through a case- 
ment window and takes refuge on the 


roof to the astonishment of all. 


The Mystic Well, 
185 feet. 


A number of peasants arrive at a 
farm settlement and each one goes to 
his home. An old peasant comes along 
leading his ass by the bridle. An old 
beggar woman follows him and asks 
alms. The peasant refuses and drives 
her away. The latter, who is no other 
than a sorceress, leaves, hurling male- 


dictions upon a well placed in the mid- 


dle of the scene. The old peasant 
draws water from the well; this water 
immediately bursts into flames. The 
Devil emerges from the well and the 
peasant pelts him with stones. The 
well suddenly swells to enormous pro- 
portions until it assumes the appear- 
ance of a tower, out of which burst 
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serpents, demons and frightful mons- 
ters. The peasant struggles with all 
these strange creatures, but in vain. 
Vinally he is thrown into the well by 
huge frogs. He gets out all in rags 
and dripping with water. The people 
of the farm assemble and try to drive 
away the Devil who pursues the peas- 
ant. ‘he Devil is changed into a bat 
and flies away. 


The Magic Hat, 
170 feet. 

A magician appears, and, taking a 
handkerchief from his pocket, rolls it 
into a ball between his palms, and it 
disappears. Immediately he pulls it 
from his mouth, and, rolling it agaim.. 
in his hands, he repeats the trick, but 
it reappears in the shape of an egg. He 
asks one of the audience to loan him 
a hat. An ordinary derby is presented, 
but he declines it with thanks. He 
finally obtains a. high hat, and in look- 
ing to see if the hat is sound, he pushes 
his hand through it. The owner be- 
comes alarmed, but is assured that it 
will be all right. An assistant is sum- 
moned into whose mouth the magician 
pushes a long rod of about eighteen 
inches in length, but with no apparent 
damage. Tinally, reaching into the 
man’s mouth, a large dumpling is 
pulled forth and this is repeated four 
times. As fast as the dumplings ap- 
pear the man eats them. Before de- 
livering the dumplings a lighted can- 
dle is held under the hat so that a 


‘number of eggs which had previously 


been dropped therein, would cook 
thoroughly. The hat is returned to 
its owner, but the cakes had disap- 
peared, The assistant is recalled and 
is made to disgorge, which he does 
with a bad grace. Everything is finally 
restored, however, to its original shape 
and peace is again dominant. Beauti- 
ful. 


The Devil’s Pot, 


164 feet. 
A cook and his assistant are seen 
preparing dinner. While cook leaves

the room he cautions his assistant to 
watch the pot so that it will not boil 
over. The assistant proceeds to pick 
the feathers from a chicken. Mean- 
while the pot boils over and Satan ap- 
pears, surrounded by a cloud of steam. 
He alights and creeps over to within 
a few feet of the bench on which the 


assistant is sitting. Suddenly the 
chicken takes life and Satan stands 
out in the centre of the floor. He 


seizes the assistant and, after wrest- 
ling with him, throws him bodily into 
the large pot, the chicken meanwhile 
hops away.

The Chicago Fire,

trophe occurred. It is a remarkable 
picture, full of excitement from start 
to finish.

ing buildings throwing streams of 
water on the burning structure, and 
ends with the street scene black with 
smoke.

The Great Baltimore Fire,

conflagration where the entire business 
portion of the City of Baltimore was 


totally destroyed, but fortunately no 
lives were lost.

The Alligator Farm, 


75 feet. ,

_ resort, there was an Alligator Farm, 


on which thousands of these huge 
monsters were bred.

DIRECTIONS. 


Cut the Film about 4 inch from LOWER line of one of the pictures, see fiy. 1. Cut the 
other end of Film to the extreme TOP line of the picture. The % inch on the end is necessary 
to make the lap. Moisten with the tongue the end on which the f inch has been left, and scrape 
off the Emulsion to the line of the adjoining picture, with a pocket knife, see fig. 1. The white 
space on fig. 1, which should be about { inch long and is part of another picture, shows where 
the Emulsion has been scraped off. This is where the Cement should be placed. Be sure to 
spread the Cement in equal proportion on the Film. (The dull side of the Film is the Emulsion 
side.) Lay fig. 1 on half of the Film Mender, fig. 3, and apply the Cement. Then lay fig. 2 on 
the opposite side of the Mender, and press the finger tightly through the centre directly over the 
joint, for a moment, and the Cement will dry in a few seconds. If properly cemented, the joint 
will be equally as strong as before the Film was cut.

BRIEF, clear and vivid narrative of the birth, life, sufferings and 
death of our Lord Jesus Christ is here presented under the title 
of THE PASSION PLAY, which has not alone proven bene- 

ficial to the young in Bible classes, but has served to impress on the 
minds of all who are interested a better and = clearer knowledge of 
Holy Scripture. 

On the map of the world Palestine occupies but a very small space, 
from Dan to Beersheba being scarcely more than 130 to 140 miles, and 
only about 20 miles from Dan to Tyre; it is less than 80 miles from 
the Sea of Galilee to the Bay of Accho, and only about 


the mouth of the Jordan to the Mediterranean Sea—yet this narrow strip

of country surpasses in interest any other portion of the earth. 

It is here that Christ was born, where he lived, suffered and died, 
finally triumphing over the flesh, the world and the devil. In the time 
of Jesus the Jews were scattered over all the known parts of the world, 
the number outside of Palestine far exceeding that within it. At this 
time the Temple of Jerusalem was the centre of their religious life, and 
they flocked from all quarters annually to take part in the festivities 
then in vogue, 


Herod the Great died shortly after the birth of Christ, and a divi-

sion of the kingdom took place, Judea falling to the lot of Archelaus, 


and Galilee to Herod Antipas, a base and incestuous ruler. Pontius 
Pilate, by whom Jesus was sentenced to death, was the fifth ruler of 
Judea, who, as representative of the emperor, had unlimited authority 
over his subjects. Urged by Herodias, the infamous wife of Herod, Herod 
usurped the title of King of Rome, and about nine years after the cruci- 
fixion of Christ, he was banished and finally died in exile. 

It had been prophesied by Micah that the Messiah should be born in 
Bethlehem, and through a pagan monarch this prophecy was fulfilled. 
Mary, the mother of Jesus, resided in Nazareth, and the birth of the 
child was near at hand. 
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The Kmperor Cresar Augustus had ordered a census to be taken 
As 


descendants of the family of David, Joseph and Mary were compelled 


throughout his dominions for the purpose of future taxation. 
to journey to Bethlehem, the ancient seat of Dayid’s family, ‘They found 
the city overcrowded, and after the tiresome journey of about threescore 
miles over a rocky road, with Mary seated on the sturdy little ass, and 
Joseph faithfully leading it, they finally arrived at their destination, 

Being unable to find quarters in any of the inns or houses, they were 
obliged to take up their abode in a common stable, where, during the 
lonely hours of the night, without female, assistance, Mary gave birth to 
Jesus, the Greater Son of the great David’s royal line, and with her own 
hands wrapped the child in swaddling clothes and laid it beside her in 
the manger, and the three—Mary, Jesus and Joseph—thus passed the 
night among cattle and beasts of burden. As had been ordered by the 
angel to Mary, the child was named Jesus—being the Greek form of the 
Hebrew “Joshua,” meaning Saviour. This was done eight days after 
birth, a custom at that time among the Jews, About a month later the 
child was presented at the Temple, and Joseph and Mary returned with 
Jesus to Bethlehem, where, had not an event occurred to thr uten the life 
of Jesus, it is highly probable that Joseph would have settled there 
instead of returning to Nazareth, 

In order that the beautiful story of the life of Jesus be better under- 
stood, and surroundings located, a brief description of Palestine in the

Shepherds Watching Their Flocks 


Near Bethlehem, in Judea, were many shepherds, whose occupation 
of guarding sheep was an honored one at this time. Tfere was the birth- 
face of the youth David, a thousand vears before, where he had watched 
his flocks. It was at this place also where Benjamin was born and where 
Rachel died. It was here that Ruth gleaned and won the admiration of 
the wealthy Boaz, her future husband, and where Naomi lived, 

The present name by whieh Bethlehem is known is Beit-Lahin, with 
a probable population of three thousand souls, 

On the eventful night, at the hour of the birth of Jesus, as the 
shepherds watched their flocks, an angel suddenly appeared at their sides, 
and all around them there shone a strange and glorious light. 

Trembling with fear, they received the sign by which they should 
recognize the babe and the place where he Inv. Tiastily they left their 
flocks and went in quest of the Lamb of God. They visited neither 
Inunsion nor inn, but remembering the words of the angel: “Ve shall 
find a babe wrapped in swaddling elothes, and lying in a manger,” they 
sought only in the stables of Bethlehem. 


The Birth of Jesus 


A few months before the birth of Jesus, Mary having learned from 
the angel that her kinswoman Elizabeth was soon to become a mother, 
journeyed from Galilee to Judea and spent three months amid) the hills 
south of Jerusalem, Her beautiful hivmn found in the first chapter of 
Luke was composed there during this period, 

When she found her way back to Nazareth, it was shortly thereafter 
necessary to return to the same locality from whenee she had come, where, 
alone, and away from the noise of the world, she gave birth to the divine 
descendent of David the Mighty and Solomon the Magnificent. 
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Flight into Egypt 


Hastening as rapidly as she could from the dominions of Herod, 
with his wife and the child, Joseph reached the land where Abraham fled 
from Canaan, and where Joseph of old was carried captive because of 
the jealously of his brothers, and also where the Israclites were in 
bondage, until led forth by Moses, which land became now the asylum of 


the infant Saviour. The land of bondage had now become the land of 


refuge. "There were more than a million Jews then in Egypt, and warm 
hearts welcomed this family from Judea, until called out by God to take 
the Saviour of Isracl back to Canaan, saying : “Arise and take the young 
child and his mother, and go into the Jand of Israel, for they are dead 


that sought the young child’s life.’ But for this divine command, it is 


possible that Joseph might have remained permanently in Egypt. 


Massacre of the Innocents 


Herod the Great was an old and a wicked king. He was as jealous 
as he was cruel, and having heard that Jesus was born King of the Jews, 
he immediately adopted means to accomplish the child’s death. 

The eastern portion of Palestine in the time of our Lord was the 
home of the purest: paganism then known. The birth of such a Jewish 
potentate would naturally affect Herod, and he sent wise men to Beth- 
lehem that they might seek out the child and bring it to him—apparently 
for a good purpose, but practically to murder it. The eastern star 
guided them to the house of Joseph, “and they came unto the house 
and saw the young child with Mary, his mother, and they fell down 
and worshiped hin.” 

God then warned them ina dream that they should not return to 
Herod, Joseph, learning of the intention of Herod, fled into Kgypt 
with Mary and her child, and Herod, balked) by his hirelings and not 
knowing of the flieht, ordered that every male child under two years of 
ave within the village of Bethlehem should be slaughtered. While other 
mothers were wailing: over the dead bodies of their children Mary was 
far away on her journey into Egypt, with the child Jesus in her arms. 


Christ in the Carpenter Shop 


Jesus was twelve years of age at this time. One day, Joseph was 
engaged in his workshop at his trade, that of a carpenter. Mary slowly 
entered and seated herself in deep ineditation, unnoticed by him. 

Shortly after, Jesus followed with quick boyish steps, dragging a 
cross. He laid itat her feet, and kneeling by her side received the tender 
‘aresses of his mother, and Joseph turning from his work, | raised the 
child tenderly and kissed him. With a light heart, Mary left the shop, 
followed by Jesus.

Jesus and his disciples had come near Hermon and he had partially 
made known to them his approaching death. His followers remained 
afar off, while he took With fim Peter, James and John, and descended 
to a spur of the mountain, where he prayed, 
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Judas then strode up to Jesus and kissed him. This was the signal 
of identification. Malchus, a servant of the high priest, notified the

Christ stood lowly and meck 
before the priests, who moeked him and listened with interest to the false 
Then Caiaphas turning to Jesus adjured him to solemnly

answer whether he was the Messiah, 
oner as he answered, “J am.’ This was enough, 
seandalous scene, when he was hurried away for condemnation before Pilate. 
Christ Before King Herod 

Jesus was sent to Herod, who just at this time was at Jerusalem to 
attend the feast. Herod was Petrarch of Galilee, in which province was 
Nazareth, the early home of Jesus, and the idea may have been to honor 
Herod with the personal condemnation of Christ. This attention from 
Pilate, with whom some time previonsly we learn that he had quarreled, 
pleased Herod, and he ordered fests brought before him. THe had heard 
much of the miracles and teachings of this carpenter's son, and now he 
would put then to the test. Te seated himself in regal splendor upon 
the judicial throne. and Christ. was brought before him. Meek and 
submissive the prisoner stood, as (ev reviled and moeked him. and 
Herod, who, like many others, believed Christ to be guilty of inockery, 
he was sent back to Pilate. 

Christ Before Pilate 

Jwarly in’ the morning the Sanhedrin met, but. not having the 
authority to condemn him, they put the ese inthe hands of the omin 
emperor, When they brought Jest before Pilate, they said: °* We find 
this man perverting our nation and forbidding to give tribute. to Chesar, 
and saying that he himself is Christ,a kine. Pilate disliked the Jewish 
leulers, and he was reluctant, throneh the pleading of his wife, to 
condemn Jesus; but he was met with such aostorm of demands, vecusa- 
tions and threats that he did So, SUving : 
of this righteous man: 


“Toam innocent of the blood 
Upon this they jecred Jesus, 
Wrapped him In way robes, placed a crown of thorns tpon ic howd aa 
ented, © Behold the man 2 They shouted, “Crucify hime? And they 
dragged him forth from the presence of Pilate to the place of crucifixion,

Carrying the Cross 
On the way to Calvary, Simon of C'vrene bore the eross of Jesus, 
Who, weak from recent labors, sufferings and loss of blood, could searcely 
‘arry himself to the place of execution: and vet only lite days before 
he had triumphantly entered Jerusalem, followed by thousands who 
hailed him with royal honors and joyous shouts of hosanna. 
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The Crucifixion 


At Calvary the rude cross was placed upon the ground and the body 
of Jesus stretched out upon it. Instantly he was nailed to the rough 
planks, and the cross with its suffering burden was ‘apidly raised to its 
place. The torture of the nails piercing hands and feet was excruciatin 
and Jesus eried out: “Father, forgive them, Jor they know not what they 
do.” Six other times he spoke before he died; and to the two thieves 
who were writhing at each side of him, and who repented and called 
upon the name of Jesus, he said: « Verily T say unto you, to-day shalt thou 
be with me in paradise.” At three o’elock he cried: «Ay God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” Shortly after, he cried: “hather, into thy 
hands FT commend my spirit,” and the end came, 


Taking Down the Body of Jesus 


From noon until three o'clock the earth had been shrouded in dark- 
ness, and at his death all Jerusalem was shaken by an earthquake so 
severe that the rocks were rent asunder, Phat night, Joseph of Arima- 
thea, aided by Nicodemus, having obtained permission to bury the hody, 
eame and took it} down from. the eross, — Revereutly they removed the 
erown of thorns and tenderly they bore the mutilated body of our Saviour 
from the spot, and Wrapped it in fine linen, Mary had remained at the 
eross since the cruel crucifixion, and now with Martha and Mary Magda- 
lene she followed the sad cortewe to the tomb, | 


Placing Jesus in the Tomb 


Near to the place of erucitixion there had been carved from a. solid 
rock a tomb where Joseph and Nieodemmus had spechully arranged to lay 
the hodvuf sles. — Pallawed by Mary, Martha and Mary Magdalene, 
they bore the corpse to the tomb, 

As they carried the body inside the sepulehre, Mary fell fainting at 
the feet of her beloved companions, The great stone was rolled before 
the door of the tomb, after which the official seal of Rome was placed 
upon it by the Jews, who feared that the disciples would steal the body 
and then declare that. Jesus had risen from the dead, as be had foretold 
that he would do. 


The Resurrection 


When Joseph and Nicodemus laid Jesus in the tomb, they did) not 
expeet that he would rise from the dead. When Mary Magdalene there- 
fore visited the tomb and discovered that the ereat stone had been rolled 
‘way and that the sepulehre was empty, she called to Peter and John, 
who straightway came and who also found the tom) enipty. As Mary 
stood weeping, believing that the body of Jesus had been carried away, 
she saw before her a oman whom she supposed to be the gardener. 
“Woman,” said he, “why weepest thou?” Sin’? she answered, “if 
thou hast borne him hence, tell me where thou has laid him.” Simultane- 
ously she recognized in him her Lord Who had spoken.  Raboni,” she 
eried, and fell down before Jesus, 
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The Ascension 

For forty days after his resurrection Jesus remained on the earth 
and then ascended to heaven and sat at the right hand of his Father, 
During these forty days he showed himself alive to many persons, At 
his last appearance to his disciples he led them out to Mount Olivet, toa 
point over against Bethany, There he stopped, and they all gathered 
round about him. very car was hearkened to his words as he spent. the 
last moments with them in earnest. conversation. Stretching forth his 
hands, he blessed them as there appeared in their midst. two men clad in 
white apparel. While yet blessing his disviples, he arose from out of 
their sight, as a low voice was heard saying: 
stand ye looking unto heaven? This Jesus whieh was received up from 
you into heaven shall so cume in like manner as ye beheld him going 


“Ye men of Galilece, why 


into heaven.”

Mary is 
shown seated with the new-born babe, wrapped in swaddling clothes, in her 
arms, The three wise men from the [ast appear worshiping the infant Jesus 
and offering: gifts. 


4. FLIGHT INTO BGYPT~ Iere we observe Joseph hurrying from the domin- 
ions of Herod while Jesus was still a babe, seeking refuge in Egypt, where fully 
a million of Jews then found a home. It will be noticed that as Mary, carrying 
the child Jesus, seats herself upon a rock, on the roadside, a vision of peaceful 
surroundings is manifest.

At the right stands Tferodias, Who has sworn to achieve 
the death of John the Baptist’ for his rebuke of her Ince-tnous marriage to 
Herod Antipas. The drunken monarch offers her whatsoever she may request, 
Her mother is seen instructing her to ask for the head of John the Baptist 
brought in on a charger, The slave is seen bringing in the ghastly head of 
John, which Salome passes to her mother, who seizes it with delight and 
hideously laughs over the gory trophy.

14. CHRIST HEALING THE SICK-—-As Christ comes upon this scene, he is 
surrounded with a large multitude of people.

Christ 
is seen coming upon the mount with Peter, James and John, who lie down 
as Christ engaves in braver, The vision of Moses and Hlijah is seen as the 
disciples awake. They fall upon their faces as the vision disappears. Christ 
lays his hands upon them and they go off, followed by the other disciples who 

are apart from Jesus and likewise resting: upon the earth, 


17. THE MESSIAH'S ENTRY INTO JERUSALEM—Christ is here 
entering into Jerusalem, As he rides between the files of soldiers guarding 
the city entrance, he is followed by his disciples and a multitude of people of

Decapitation in Turkey,

In a public place in Constantinople, 
at the corner of a bazaar, the execu- 
tioner is seated upon a stone and is 
resting from his deadly labors while 
eating a crust of bread. Suddenly there 
come running into the place a lot of 
Turkish men and women preceding 
some Turkish policemen, who drag 
along four prisoners in chains. The 
policemen shut up the four prisoners in 
the pillory. Their four heads stick up 
through the huge plank, which is pro- 
vided with four openings. One of the 


policemen urges the executioner to de- ~ 
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capitate the prisoners. He accordingly 
seizes a mighty sabre and cuts off by a 
single stroke the four heads, which roll 
upon the ground. After having placed 
the heads in a cask, he resumes eating 
his meal. Immediately the four heads 
pop out of the cask one at a time to see 
what the executioner is doing, and in 
due order each one seeks its body. The 
four executed prisoners thus reunited 
throw themselves upon the headsman 
and in spite of his resistance one of 
them picks up the sabre lying upon the 
ground and cuts his body into two 
pieces. The four prisoners take flight. 
The two legs and the lower part of the 
body run frantically, while the bust 
upon the ground calls to them with 
gestures of despair. Finally, when the 
legs, in their flight, come close to the 
bust, it seizes them and thus the pieces 
of the executioner are united. Then 


the calls the policemen, who, followed 


by the crowd, enter into the pursuit of 
the escaping men. 


Devil’s Pot. 


164 feet. $18.04. 


A cook and his assistant are seen 
preparing dinner. While cook leaves 
the room he cautions his assistant to 
watch the pot so that it will not boil 
over. The assistant proceeds to pick 
the feathers from a chicken. Mean- 
while the pot boils over and Satan ap- 
pears, surrounded by a cloud of steam. 
He alights and creeps over to within 
a few feet of the bench on which the 
assistant is sitting. Suddenly the 
chicken takes life and Satan stands 
out in the centre of the floor. He 
seizes the assistant and, after wrestling 
with him, throws him bodily into the 
large pot; the chicken meanwhile hops 
away. Satan disappears and the cook 
returns. Missing his assistant, he looks 
into the pot and tastes the contents 
thereof with a large ladle. The soup 
not being to his taste, he digs into it 
with a large fork, when out comes one 


of the legs of his assistant. He dips in 
again and repeats until the entire body, 
in small pieces, lies on the floor before 
him. Fishing for the head, he finally 
pulls out the head of an ass. Throwing 
it on the floor, the pieces come slowly 
together, but the head of the assistant 
is still missing. He returns to the ket- 
tle and finally fishes out the head, 
which, together with an arm that had 
been overlooked, he throws at his as- 
sistant, and he is again restored to his 
natural shape. He relates his experi- 
ence to the cook, who listens with 
mouth wide open. In the meantime the 
kettle takes the shape of a huge devil 
head, and in their excitement to run 
away the bench is overturned and the 
cook is precipitated to the floor with 
great force. Extraordinarily funny. 


Enchanted Box,

This is rich. While looking at this 
man he changes completely into differ- 
ent characters. He mounts a table or 
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a chair and jumps off, before reaching 
the ground his costume, manner and 
facial expression are entirely different. 
This will keep you guessing. 


Gulliver’s Travels. 


260 feet. $28.60. 


Of all the beautiful stories ever told 
none are more interesting than Gulli- 
ver's Travels. How Gulliver set out 
on a journey and was shipwrecked on 
an island, where he found strange peo- 
ple, so small that a hundred of them 
full size could safely repose in the hol- 
low of his hand. How he fell asleep, 
was discovered by the inhabitants of 
the island and securely bound with 
thousands of feet of cord and made to 
promise to do everything he was told 
under pain of instant death. He be- 
came a favorite with the people, who 
finally trusted him, but his roving na- 
ture would not permit him to settle 
there permanently. A most interesting 
part of this film is in which the King 
and Queen arrive to look on the giant 
from a strange land, and as the Queen 
arrives and sits down, Gulliver imme- 
diately lifts her upon the table, upon 
which he had prepared his food, and 
the Queen and he hold intercourse, 
after which he again places her and the 
receptacle in which she is carried, to 
the ground. Immediately after a fire 
breaks out, and while the people try to 
attract their fire apparatus, Gulliver 
seizes a seltzer bottle and extinguishes 
the blaze with its contents. He leaves 
the island at last, and after wandering 
about for some months he is again 
shipwrecked, but this time is thrown 
among the giants, who look upon him, 
a natural-sized man, as a novelty. They 
pick him up like a top, and one amuses 
himself by blowing a cloud of smoke in 
Gulliver’s face, the while smoking a 
huge clay pipe. The Princess of the 
giants, learning of the new arrival, dis- 


misses her followers and interviews the 
little man, who being too far away, 
climbs a ladder in order to reach the 
Princess, but she admonishes him for 
his presumption and in his confusion 
he falls to the ground. Here is a sub- 
ject that will enthuse your audience, 
not alone the children, but the grown 
folks as well. It is a story complete in 
itself and takes one back to ancient 
times, when such doings were looked 
upon as natural. It is a wonderful pic- 
ture, wonderfully produced. 


He Couldn’t Sleep in That Inn, 
335 feet. $36.85. 


Interior of the bedroom of an inn. 
There enters a traveler, slightly intox- 
icated, accompanied by a servant, who 
carries his baggage. The traveler takes 
off his coat, his hat and his shoes. The 
servant places these things upon a 
valise in such a way that they resemble 
the outlines of the back of an old cod- 
ger. The servant withdraws. A funny 
scene follows when the drunken chap 
tries to light his pipe from a candle- 
stick. The candlestick rises in the air, 
and the flame is put out by a portrait 
placed in a frame on the wall. The 
guest lights the candle, and he tries to 
light his pipe again. A second time the 
candlestick rises up, and the personage 
in the picture having become animated 
swallows candle and candlestick. The 
fellow jumps backward, bumps up 
against his valise. Taking his clothes 
for an intruder, he kicks at them. The 
boots become animated and kick him in 
return. The fellow, enraged, throws 


himself upon his valise, which he imag- 


ines to be a person, struggles with it 
and rolls upon the floor, entangled 
among all his clothes. He restores 


everything to its former place, but his 
boots begin to dance about the room. 
The poor fellow goes after them, but 
the boots ascend the wall and disappear 


in the ceiling. He goes to bed. Imme 
diately the bed begins to dance wildly 
about the room, then falls upon him, 
burying him among the covers, mat- 
tress and the pieces of the bed. He 
extricates himself in a rage, restores 
everything to order again, but just as 
he attempts to get into bed he finds 
himself suddenly thrown under it. He 
crawls out and spies the moon through 
a casement window. Believing that he 
has discovered an enemy, he strikes the 
window with a broom, and the window 
bursts into pieces. The moon reappears 
on the dial of a clock; then suddenly it 
assumes the face of a grinning clown. 
The drunken fellow starts back, he 
stumbles against the valise, into the 
air, where it assumes the form of a 
demon, whom the fellow tries to catch. 
The furniture, the washbowl, the 
pitcher fly into pieces. The proprietor 
of the hotel and all the guests, awak- 
ened by the disturbance, enter the 
room. Stormy explanations follow, 
and a battle ensues. The people follow 
one another, leaping through windows, 
pictures and mirrors. The proprictor 
is hit on the head by a board laden 
with all sorts of objects, and a large 
portrait falls upon his head. Finally, 
at the moment when the drunken fellow 
is on the point of being seized, he dis- 
appears through a casement window 
and takes refuge on the roof, to the as- 
tonishment of all. 


Rival Conjurors,

We know of no better name than 
Rival Conjurors for this film, and the 
name explains in full the subject. Ma- 
gicians are always interesting, but 
when we see two, one trying to outdo 
the other, then do we witness the mys- 
teries of the art which will never grow 
old.

Seizing a huge 
mallet, he gives his chum a terrific 
blow, which drives him partly into the 
floor, so that only his head and trunk 
protrudes. Jaggers will not be quiet 
and Dummy ])um hits him again until 
only his head appears, and he jumps on 
the head with both feet until there is 
nothing left. A Dummy is brought 
forth and Dummy bounces its head on 
the ground until it turns into a rubber 
ball. Throwing it high into the air, it 
descends on his head and is imme- 
diately transformed into a high hat, 
which he juggles for a while. He then 
throws it on the floor, when it again 
becomes a ball, and from that into the 
head of the dummy from which it origi- 
nally was taken. A clown appears, 
and, throwing the arms, legs and trunk 
of the Dummy to Dummy Dum, he 
wraps them up in a table-cloth and 
attempts to carry them away, but it is 
too heavy for him, and on looking into 
the cloth to see what impedes his prog- 
ress, he discovers that the dummy has 
come to life. She performs a few lively 
steps and falls into Dummy Dum’'s 
arms, where she breaks to pieces. 
Dummy Dum profoundly bows to the 
audience, while Jaggers reappears 
through the floor and hits his partner 
a violent blow. TExasperated beyond 
endurance, Dummy Dum kicks Jag- 
gers violently and he is scattered into 
a thousand pieces all over the stage. 
Dummy Dum leaves and it will make 
you to look in wonderment when you 
see Jaggers’ body, which had been 
scattered all over the ground, collect 
itself, and in course of time each part 
joins the other and Jaggers leaps to his 
feet, safe and sound, but he looks at 
himself with surprise, as he is dressed 
in the costume of a ballet dancer. He 
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rushes off to revenge himself on his 
Dummy Dum. 


John and James, 


180 feet. $19.80. 


A magician dressed in eccentric cos- 
tume enters with his assistant. He pro- 
poses to execute some marvelous tricks. 
The servant, believing that he would 
be comfortable in an armchair, sits 
down in it, but finds that it conceals a 
bucket of water into which he falls. 
The juggler brings a large, empty cask 
and puts it upon a table, and fills it up 
with several pails of water. lle leaps 
into the cask to take a bath, but he is 
bitten and hastily gets out. The water 
has disappeared, and in turning the 
cask upside down, some chickens come 
out of it very much alive. [le stands the 
cask up again and shows with a pail 
that it is filled with water, just as at 
first. Suddenly there comes out of the 
cask a pretty young girl, whom the 
juggler places in a chair upon a table. 
When he has wrapped her up in a veil 
he aims at her an enormous pistol, fires 
it, and the flash resembles that of a 
large cannon. The veil falls, disclosing 
the assistant, and at the same time the 
young girl emerges from the cask on 
the other table. The juggler shuts the 
girl up in the cask and then tips it over 
and out of it emerge two pigs, one of 
which is changed into a poodle just as 
he leaps into the juggler’s arms. And 
again the juggler shows that the cask is 
full of water. He curls up upon it, 
doubles himself up, and disappears 
within, only to reappear again through 
the floor whilst the assistant is emerg- 
ing from the cask. Both now empty 
the water out of the cask into a bucket.

The 
unlucky professor loses his balance, 
tumbles into the water and gets a 
shower bath, while the pupils sketch 
the scene. A most laughable subject. 


Dr. Lorenz Outdone,

The funniest film made this season 
is that which sails under the above title. 
A man badly crippled calls on Dr. 
Lorenz No. 2, and requests the doctor 
to diagnose his case, which he does. 
The doctor discovers that his patient 
is suffering great pain, caused by a 
number of articles which had mysteri- 
ously entered his body, and advises that 
the patient undergo an operation. They 
prepare accordingly by laying the vic- 
tim on the operating table. Dr. L. 
scizes a large saw and cuts off a leg at 
a time, then an arm at a time, leaving 
nothing but the trunk. The head 
takes exception to all that has taken 
place, but is unable to do other than 
talk, all of which is to no purpose, how- 
ever, as the doctor finally cuts that off 
also. Making a large incision in the 
trunk of the body, he removes the for- 
eign articles, endless in number, until 
the seat of the trouble is reached. Hav-

An Egyptian Prince has lost his be- 
loved wife and has sought a dervish 
who dwells at the base of the Sphinx. 
The Prince promises him a vast fortune 
if the dervish will only give him the 
opportunity of gazing once more upon 
the features of his wife. The dervish 
accepts the offer. He brings in from 
a neighboring tomb the receptacle con- 
taining the remains of the Princess. 
He opens it and removes the skeleton, 
which he places upon the ground close 
beside him. Then, turning to the moon 
and raisine his arms outstretched to- 
ward it. he invokes the moon to give 
back life to her who is no more. The 
skeleton begins to move about, becomes 
animated, and arises. The dervish 
puts it upon a bench and covers it with 
a white linen. At a second invocation 
the skeleton begins again to move, 
arises, and performs a weird dance. In 
performing its contortions it partly dis- 
appears in the ground. While perform- 
ing its feats it increases gradually in 
size. The dervish throws a veil over 
the skeleton. Then appears the real 
Princess as she was when her husband 
possessed her. The Prince darts for- 
ward to take her into his arms to give 
her a last kiss, but the dervish stops 
him, wraps the young lady in the veil 
and throws her into the arms of the 
Prince. When he removes the veil he 
finds only a skeleton. The vision has 
disappeared. The dervish withdraws, 
and the Prince pursues him.

A beautiful girl appears, followed by 
a clown. They plight their troth and 
leave together. Satan appears, and 
with a magic wand, proceeds to be- 
witch the place. The harlequin arrives 
and, placing himself in the path of the 
clown lover, annoys him by hitting him 
with a witch’s broom, but before the 
clown can defend himself it rains 
brooms and he is almost lost in the 
broom storm. Tinally he sees the au- 
thor of his trouble, and, seizing one of 
the brooms, attempts to hit him, but 
the harlequin disappears only to appear 
in the rear. This is repeated several 
times, until he is caught in a corner 
against a huge tree. Bracing himself 
for a final effort, the clown swings the 
broom, but when it strikes, there is 
nothing but a skeleton, and he is scared 
almost to death. The harlequin finally 
throws a bag at the clown and he is at 
once enveloped therein and finds it im-

Two guards bring a conjuror into 
the palace.. The King, who follows 
them, orders the conjuror to be chained 
and condemned to death for his prac- 
tice of witchcraft. He begs the King to 
permit him just one hour of liberty, as- 
suring the King that he will create, 
thanks to his power, a charming wom- 
an, worthy of becoming the King’s con- 
sort. The King agrees. The conjuror 
asks the King to remove the guards. 
The King commands them to retire, but 
not to go far away, so as to be within 
easy call. The conjuror evokes a spirit. 
A demon emerges from the floor, and at 
the command of the conjuror goes and 
finds a trunk, which is brought in by 
beautiful pages. In this box, which the 
conjuror shows, at first, to be empty, 
three lovely Greek goddesses slowly 
appear. The King is charmed, but he 
remarks to the conjuror that the Greek 
costumes do not please him. But they 
are quickly transformed into rich court 
dresses. The lady in the middle be- 
comes a haughty Queen, the two others 
are changed to ladies in waiting. The 
King takes the hand of the Oueen and 
escorts her, followed by her two attend- 
ants, to a seat beside his throne. The 
pages remove the trunk. The King 
asks the conjuror to amuse the com- 
pany by some of his wonderful tricks. 
So the magician takes a chair, which he 
makes waltz about the hall. Then he 
throws it into the air, where the chair 
is transformed into a clown. Tle ends 


his performance by a perilous leap and 
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falls back to the floor in the original 
form of the chair. The magician darts 
into the chair. makes a saucy face at the 
King and disappears turning somer- 
saults. The King rushes down to the 
chair in astonishment. The chair dis- 
appears and at the same time the ma- 
gician reappears upon the royal throne. 
The King in a rage summons the 
guards and orders them to arrest the 
magician, The latter throws down the 
gcuards, transforms them to demons, 
whom he orders to arrest and chain the 
King. Then, putting on the royal 
crown, the conjuror goes out dancing 
with the Queen and her attendants, 
while the King, because he was too 
credulous, remains chained to the spot 
—a condition in which he wished to 
place the magician at the beginning. 


Trick Magic Lantern, 
308 feet. $33.88. 


The scene represents the interior of 
a toyshop. Punch makes his entry 
dancing a characteristic step, and his 
friend Pierrot follows shortly. The 
latter holds a candlestick and he shows 
his friend Punch that itegives no more 
light. “I will give you some, and at 
the same time 1 will show you some- 
thing most astonishing.” He asks Pier- 
rot to give him a lift. Then both bring 
a platform and construct, section by 
section, a huge magic lantern. Punch 
puts inside of it a large lamp, lights it 
and opens the slide, thereby throwing 
upon the wall a large white disc within 
which pictures in varying subjects be- 
gin to appear. At first a grand person- 
age with his consort is shown, then fol- 
low two eccentric characters, and after- 
wards the pictures of Pierrot and 
Punch highly magnified. Punch puts 
out the light in the lantern and the 
views disappear, when suddenly the 
sections of the lantern fall apart and 
out of them come forth six dancing 
girls, who do a four-step. The magic 


lantern, which has been shut up by 
Punch, again opens and out of it 
emerges an entire corps de ballet, 
and they all execute a dance to- 
gcther. The “premiere  danseuse” 
comes on and mingles with the 
dancers;Punch and Pierrot become her 
suitors, they quarrel and soon engage 
in a hard fight, the sight of which 
causes the dancers to flee in terror. A 
body of Policemen arrive. Pierrot and 
Punch hide in the lantern. The police- 
men examine it on every side. Sud- 
denly the lantern opens, but the occu- 
pants have vanished and have been re- 
placed by a monster, who extends him- 
self and contracts and at the same time 
executes some ludicrous contortions. 
The policemen at this strange sight flee 
in hopeless confusion, the corps de bal- 
Ict returns and dances among the re- 
mains of the lantern and around the 
monster, who continues to contort him- 
self in a peculiar fashion. 


Wonderful Balancing.

The performer appears, clad in knee 
breeches and fancily embroidered coat. 
He apparently tears them from his per- 
son, which leaves him in full white cos- 
tume. He causes a chair to appear on 
which he seats himself, and by the aid 
of the spirits, three counterparts of 
himself join him on the stage. One 
rises slowly in the air without any aid 
and places himself on the outstretched 
hand of the one who is seated. The 
second does likewise, while the third 
balances himself on the head of the 
original. They remain in position as 
above described for a few moments 
and finally descend to the ground, 
when all disappear except the original, 
who seizes his clothes which he had dis- 
carded, and, throwing them in the air, 
they descend on his person in_ the 
proper manner, when he, with a bow, 
disappears from view. Very mysteri- 
ous. 
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A Trip to Mars. 


800 feet. $88.00. 


The astronomers are assembled in 
a large hall embellished with instru- 
ments. The President and members 
of the committee enter. Everybody 
takes his scat. Iéntrance of seven 
men-servants carrying the telescopes 
of the astronomers. The President 
takes his chair and explains to the 
members his plan of a trip to the 
moon. Hlis scheme is approved of 
by many, while one member violent- 
ly opposes same. The President after 
some argument throws his papers 
and books at his head; the protesting 
party finally being thrown out of the 
club room amidst general disorder. 

Upon order being restored, the 
trip proposed by the President is 
voted by acclamation, but at the mo- 
ment of leaving nobody has the eour- 
age to accompany him. At this stage 
five learned men make up their 
minds to eo with him: their col- 
leagues break out in applause, the 
men-scervants bring traveling suits, 
anil the six astronomers exchange 
their gala robes for appropriate dress 
for their trip. 

They enter the interior of the 
workshops, Where smiths, mechan- 
Ics, welghers, carpenters, upholster- 
ers, etc., are working hard at the 
completion of the machine. destined 
to carry them to the moon. 

On the top of the roofs of the 
town the shell is in position ready to 
receive the travelers. These arrive 
and enter the shell. Marines close 
the breech through which they have 
passed, 

A number of gunners are now 
pushing the shell up an incline into 
the mouth of the gun. 

In the next scene the cannon is 
fully visible in the distance. It is 
loaded, the breech is closed, and at 
the word of command the gun is 
fired. The crowds flock together 


from all parts and gaze at the shell 
as it disappears into space. 

In the midst of the clouds the 
moon is visible at a distance. Whe 
shell coming closer every minute, 
the moon magnifies rapidly until fin- 
ally it attains colossal dimensions. 

Suddenly the shell arrives with 
the rapidity of lightning, and picrees 
the eye of the moon. 

The picture changes and shows 
the interior of the moon. The shell 
comes down with a crash. The as- 
tronomers get out, and are delight- 
ed at the landscape which is new to 
them, whilst against the horizon the 
earth is rising slowly into space, il- 
luminating the picture with a fantas- 
tic heht.

The astronomers arrive in the in- 
terior of a most curious grotto filled 
with enormous mushrooms. Coming 
out from underneath the mushrooms 
are the inhabitants of the moon. 
These fantastic beings rush on an 
astronomer, who defends himsclf, 
and with a stroke of his umbrella he 
knocks | his agressor down, who 
bursts into a thousand pieces. 

At last the astronomers are cap- 
tured, bound and taken to the palace 
of the King. 

On a splendid throne, surrounded 
by living stars, the King is seated. 
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An astronomer makes a dash for the 
King and throws him violently on 
the ground. The Ning bursts like a 
bomb-shell.  Vhe astronomers run 
away in the midst of the general dis- 
order. 

At last the astronomers have 
found their shell and quickly shut 
themselves in the interior.

In the opening of this film is seen 
the astronomer intently poring over 
his books. Suddenly, in a cloud of 
smoke, Satan appears and surprises 
the astronomer. At the command of 
the Fairy Queen, who suddenly ap- 
pears, Satan vanishes ; she awakens 
the astronomer and as he goes for- 
ward to mect her she disappears. The 
astronomer is very much excited, 
and, rushing over to the large tele- 
scope he tries to discover by what 
means she had vanished. 

The moon now appears, and be- 


gins her repast by eating the im- 
mensce telescope used by the astrono- 
mer. The astronomer flies around 
apparently wild at the loss of his 
wonderful telescope.

An excellent illusion.

Two women are seen to wrestle 
in tights. One is vanquished and 
they come forward to bow to the 
audience.

This is a new version of the old 
subject, but is far superior, in that 
it contains more action, and, being 
taken slower, remains on the screen 
longer than an ordinary 100-foot 
film. A man is seen to enter a room, 
and takes off his hat, which he 
places on a table. Hats in profusion 
appear on his head, one after the 
other. No sooner does he remove 
one than another takes its place on 
his head. This is repeated when he 
removes his coat and vest, and in 
the end he appears to lose his rea- 
son. Marvelous. 


The Devil’s Amusement.

Here is a film that will enthuse 
any audience. Satan seems to be in 
a particularly good humor, and, in 
his antics, he performs wonderful 
changes. The subject on which he 
performs his black art is a female 
weighing over 300 pounds. By 
merely passing his hand over her he 
changes her head into that of a don- 
key, from that to a lion, then to a 
pig; from that to a frog, then to a 
bear, and, finally, restores her to her 
natural self.

Here is a decided novelty. A res- 
taurant scene opens to the view and 
a gentleman enters. The waiter 
walks up and takes his order. At 
each request from his customer he 
holds out his hand and the dishes 
and food are mysteriously placed 
thercin. He does not move out of 
sight of the audience, but, by a mere 
wave of his hand, the articles appear 
as if by magic. It will puzzle any- 
body to find out how this is done.

Twelve girls stand in a row, ac- 
cording to size. A magician dis- 
plays an empty flour barrel to his 
audience. He then calls cach gir! 
to him, beginning at the eldest, and, 
as she steps upon the platform, he 
lifts her up and places her in the 
barrel until they have all been 
placed in the barrel, which he over- 
turns and shows the audience that 
there is nothing in it. This picture 
is an exceptionally fine illusion. 


The Devil in a Convent. 
195 feet. $21.45. 

This picture shows the interior ot 
a convent looking toward the clots: 
ter, with church and church yard 11 
the background. In the foreground 
is a baptismal font, pulpit an! 
chairs. A priest is seen kneeling 1 
prayer, and, upon rising, turns ou! 
the gas and retires. As he disap 
pears the devil jumps from the fon: 
of holy water amid a column © 
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smoke and drops gently to the 
ground, using his large cloak as 
wings. An imp appears, and Satan 
and his follower are transformed 
into priest and choir boy, respective- 
ly. Ringing the bell and summon- 
ing the nuns to service is their next 
move. The nuns enter and seat 
themselves on the chairs in front of 
the altar. The devil, in the guise of 
priest, preaches to them, but sud- 
denly transforms himsclf to his na- 
tural self, frightening the nuns, who 
flee in terror. The devil then 
changes the columns into the most 
grotesque figures, until the church 
resembles his own domain.

This beautiful subject, so dear to the 
life of every American man, woman 
and child, will create enthusiasm un- 
bounded and an encore will positively 
result from the exhibition thereof. The 
picture is made in 10 scenes, show- 
ing the Fireman’s dream, the view of 
a Fire Alarm Box, the interior of 
sleeping quarters of the brave fire lad- 
dies, the interior of the engine house, 
the apparatus leaving the house, the 
fire run and the arrival at the fire and 
the rescue of women and innocent chil- 
dren, ete., etc. ;

Meanwhile the horses bound out of 
their stalls, place themselves in front 
of the apparatus and are secured there- 
to by the men who have reached the 
ground. The doors are opened and out 
they dash at breakneck speed, threat- 
ening danger to whoever may place 
himself in their way. 

Then note the fire run, the greatest 
ever vet produced. One after another 
they dash by with almost lightning 
rapidity, until the very earth trembles 
with vibration from the iron hoofs of 
the grand horses, who appear to know 
that they are on an errand of mercy.

The next moment he is seen jump- 
ing down to the street from the roof 
of a four-story building. Still the two 
policemen are in hot pursuit. 

While the policemen come nearer 
and nearer, the fleecing robber tries 
an old trick on his pursuers, which 
helps him to once more make good 
his escape. 

In his anxiety to get away from the 
two brave policemen the robber runs 
through fields and trices to wade 
through a river, thinking that he 
might escape his followers, but the 
two policemen, without hesitancy, go 
into the deep water, where a fierce 
strugele ensues between the robber 
and the two policemen, and again the 
robber escapes. 

The robber now jumps ona quickly 
passing street car, and, as the police- 
men are on his heels, he leaves from 
the other side, runs down the street, 
up to the railroad station, still close- 
ly followed by his pursuers. 

He boards an out-going train and 
succeeds in getting away from the 
two gallant policemen, who came too 
late to be able to board the train. 

While thus outwitted by the rob- 
ber the policemen do not give up the 
chase as yet. They enter the train 
dispatcher’s office and send a tele- 
gram to the next station to capture 
the robber there as soon as the train 
arrives. 

At the next station the robber, not 
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suspecting that his pursuers are 
there, makes a dash from the train, 
but jumps directly into the arms of 
the two waiting policemen. He 
struggles fiercely to get away, but 
is at last clubbed and led away. 

The.three robbers are sentenced to 
40 years’ imprisonment. We sce 
them among the so-called “chain 
gang” just as they are led to work. 

The three convicts, who are s¢en- 
tenced to hard labor, are seen work- 
ing in the stone quarries of the 
Southern Penitentiary. 

In the final scene the three convicts 
are seen discussing the failure of 
their Bold Bank Robbery and put- 
ting the blame one to another. 


Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 


Harriet Beecher Stowe’s Famous 
Story in Life-Motion Pictures.

One of the prettiest stories ever 
written is that of “Uncle Tom’s Cab- 
in”’ by Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
which has been read and re-read by 
thousands with keen delight. No 
story ever appealed to the masses as 
this one, and it is safe to predict that 
it will never grow old. Numerous 
companies are continually on the 
road dramatizing this story of 
slavery days, and they meet with en- 
thusiasm everywhere. “he book con- 
taining the complete story is one 
that will be found in every library 
in and out of the public schools, 
which proves that public sentiment 
has decided that it is one of the 
popular and instructive novels, espe- 
Mally in the hands of the younger 
clenient. 

The picture starts with a scene on 
a plantation in Wentueky, about ten 
miles from the Ohio River. George 
sheliy, owner of the plantation and 
toaarge number of slaves, owing to 
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business difficulties, is forced to sell 
some of his slaves to a slave trader 
named Haley. Among Shelby’s 
slaves is a faithful old negro, called 
“Unele Tom,” whom Haley took a 
fancy to. After a great deal of per- 
suasion Haley induced Shelby to 
part with him. While the deal is on 
a little octoroon boy runs by. Haley 
makes an offer for him, which Shelby 
accepts. Eliza Harris, the mother of 
the child, whose husband had run 
away a few months before, over- 
heard the conversation between 
Haley and Shelby, and at once de- 
termines to save her child at any 
cost. 

Uncle Tom’s home. Fliza Harris 
hastily appears with her little boy 
and taps on the cabin window. Aunt 
Cloe appears at the window with a 
large white nightcap and inquires 
what is the matter. The door opens 
and Aunt Cloe comes out, followed 
by Uncle Tom in his shirt sleeves, 
holding a tallow candle. Eliza in- 
forms him of the sale of himself and 
her boy to the slave traders, and tells 
him that she has decided to run 
away. She tries to induce Tom to 
accompany her, but he decides to 
stay and take the consequences. 
[liza kneels, asking Tom to offer up 
a prayer. ‘Then, taking her child, she 
departs. 

A large room in a tavern by the 
riverside. Phineas Fletcher, a plan- 
tation owner, enters, and, looking out 
of the window, discovers that the 
river is full of floating ice. He la- 
ments that he cannot cross to sec a 
Quaker maiden on the Ohio side. 
whom he is in love with, and who 
refuses to marry him unless he be- 
comes a Quaker. At this moment 
liza and her child enter, almost ¢x- 
hausted. Eliza inquires of Phineas 
if there are any ferrics running across 
the river that night. Phineas informs 
her that they have stopped running. 
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[fliza says her child is very sick, and 
that she is anxious to get on the other 
side of the river. Phineas answers 
that a man down the river is going 
to try to cross that night. He asks 
her to step into a side room and sit 
down and wait, telling her to order 
what she wants and he will stand 
the damage. Marks enters. Vhineas 
slaps him on the back and asks him 
who he is. Marks says: “I ama 
lawyer, and my name is Marks.” 

While they are drinking Haley and 
Loker enter, and, shaking hands with 
Marks, say that he is the very man 
they want to see. Haley tells Marks 
that he just bought a little boy from 
Shelby; that his mother, who had 
gotten wind of it, had run away, and 
that he had traced her to this very 
place. Eflaley asks Phineas if he had 
seen anything of them. Vhineas, in- 
stead of answering the question, tells 
them a story, at the same time tak- 
ing the trio to one side of the room, 
with their backs to the window. 
While they are in this position [liza 
peeps out of the door and Vhineas 
motions to her to escape out of the 
window. Just as she gets outside 
she makes a noise, which attracts the 
attention of the slave traders, They 
trv to follow her, but Phineas, pull- 
ing two large revolvers, holds them 
at bay. 

The river is full of floating ice. 
Eliza appears with her child, almost 
exhausted. The slave traders, with 
their dogs, are in hot pursuit. She 
realizes that there is only one means 
of escape, and that is to cross the 
river on the floating ice. This she 
determines to do. After offering up 
a prayer, she hastily arises, seizes 
the child, and, running to the bank, 
jumps on a cake of floating ice, just 
in time to escape the bloodhounds. 
While Marks and Haley attempt to 
follow her, Marks falls into the river 
and is pulled out with great difficulty 


by Haley and Loker just as Eliza 
floats from view. 

“The home of Ruth, the Quaker 
girl, at the foot of the Rocky Pass. 
Kkuth comes out, followed by Eliza 
and her child, who were conducted 
to Ruth’s home by Phineas after 
their miraculous escape across the 
river. Ruth sent Phineas in search 
of Giecorge Harris, the husband of 
liza, telling him that she would 
never marry him until he found 
Ifarris. While Ruth is working at 
her spinning wheel and Eliza is play- 
ing with her child Phineas enters 
with George Harris. The child runs 
to his father and there is joy all 
around. Phineas, looking down the 
road, discovers that they have been 
followed by the slave traders. He 
quickly conducts Eliza, Harris and 
the child to a place of safety behind 
some huge rocks. 

Haley, Loker and Marks enter and 
inquire of Ruth if she has scen any- 
thing of the runaways. Vhey search 
the place, while Phineas appears 
from behind the large rock, inquiring 
of them what they want. Marks in- 
forms him that he is an officer of the 
law, and that he is looking for some 
runaway negroes. George Iarris, 
who overheard the conversation, 
steps out of the house, telling them 
that he would not be taken alive. 
Haley and Loker determine to cap- 
ture him, and while attempting to 
do so a fight ensues, in which Haley 
is shot, and Harris, his wife and child 
escape. 

A large number of negroes are 
seen dancing and shouting a wel- 
come at “Robert FE. Lee’s” arrival. 
The deck hands are seen to throw a 
line ashore, and when she is moored 
alongside the dock, the gang-plank 
is prt ashore, and the passengers are 
seen to disembark. 

Eva, who has become greatly a‘- 
tach. d to Uncle Tom, whom she met 
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on the boat while he was being ere 
to New Orleans to he sold, while !d- 
ding him good-bye, ts pushed ove 
hoard by a crowd of passeieers: 
Uncle Tom dives quickly to her res- 
cuc. A line is thrown from the dock, 
and Tom and Eva are pulled to 
safety. 

St. Clair, Eva’s father, inquires for 
the owner of Uncle Tom. [fe makes 
him an offer to buy Unele ‘Tom. Af- 
ter some deliberation the sale is per- 
fected. Eva, delighted, holds the 
hand of her rescuer, and great at- 
tachment springs up from this mo- 
ment between the child and Uncle 
Tom. 

A beautiful garden—the home of 
St. Clair in the background. A large 
number of negroes are dancing Joy- 
ously at the arrival of St. Clair, [eva 
and Unele ‘Tom, also Ophelia, an 
aunt of St. Clair’s, who has come 
from the North to pay him a visit. 
St. Clair is grected by his wife He 
tells her of the rescue of T!va by 
Uncle Tom. Ifva takes Tom by the 
hand and leads him to show him 
their beautiful home. 

Topsy appears and goes through 
avery funny dance, frightening Aunt 
Ophelia by her funny actions, ereat- 
ly to the amusement of St. Clair. 
While going into the house ‘Popsy 
steals a ribbon from Aunt Ophiclia’s 
dress. The loss is soon discovered, 
as ‘Topsy is found playvine with the 
miibon, Aunt Ophcha ends the seene 
by chasing Topsy. 

Moonlight. ‘Tom and Eva enter 
and sit on the rustic bench under a 
tree, Teva is reading a Bible. and 
‘Tom explains to her the meaning, 

eva becomes ah Wer father and 
Aunt Ophelia appear, nic Wom in- 
loriies then of the fret, hissing her 
aobarody, St. Clair tells “Porm to 


take Teva into the house. Aunt 
Opdicte reproves St. Clair for atlow- 
Se sate at el as 
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Teva lies sick upon a couch, with 
St. Clair and Aunt Ophelia by her 
side. Mrs. St. Clair enters, eau So 
Clair tells her that Eva is dying 
Eva points towards the sky, tellng 
her father that she is going there. 

Teva falls back, dead. Uncle Tom 
and ‘Topsy, who are standing at the 
foot of the cot, kneel in prayer. An 
angel appears, takes the spirit of va 
and flies heavenward. 

A bar room. Marks enters with a 
friend and sits at a table. St. Clair, 
who has been drinking heavily since 
the death of Eva, enters, followed by 
Uncle ‘om, who entreats him not to 
drink «ny more. St. Clair ordeis a 
drink. Simon Legree, the owner of 
a large plantation up Snake River, 
enters and invites those present to 
have a drink. Marks and his friend 
quickly join him at the bar. Legree 
asks St. Clair to have a drink with 
him, but St. Clair answers, he does 
not drink with strangers. Legre: 
becomes furious and joins Marks at 
the bar. Tle then offers a drink to 
Uncle ‘Vom, who refuses. This in- 
creases) Legree’s anger, and he 
throws the contents of the glass in 
Uncle ‘Tom’s face. St. Clair jumps 
up and quickly knocks Legree down. 

J.egree arises, draws a large knife 
from his belt and plunges it into St. 
Clair’s heart. Marks and friend 
make a hasty exit, while Tom kneels 
a Sr. Clair. 

. Clair’s slaves singing, dancing, 
ene crap and otherwise enjoy- 
ing themselves. The auctioneer ap- 
pears, breaking up their merrymak- 
ing and proceeds to open the sale. 
The first slave to be placed on the 
block is Adolph, the valet of the tate 
st. Clair. Simon Legree, whe is one 
of the bidders, steps up to Adolph. 
examines him, and spits tpon his 
shovs beesuse they are blackened. 
The lidding: is very lively. Adoiph 
is finally knocked down to Marks, 
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who ee seventy-five. The auc- 
tionecr informs Marks that the terms 
are cash. Marks hands him a doliar 
and asks for twenty-five cents 
change. The auctioneer is astonish- 
ed, asking him if he expects to bry 
a Slave for seventy-five cents. Je 
cuts Marks with his whip. who then 
inakes a hasty exit. The next slave 
to take the block is matine, a beau- 
tiful mulatto girl, who is knocked 
down to Legree. Uncle ‘om 1s next 
yout on the block. Legere steps to 
the front and informs the bidders 
that he is determined to buy Tom at 
any price. Te offers $1200, which is 
finally accepted. Legree takes Tom 
and Emaline by the wrists, excluim- 
ing, ““ Now you two belong to me.” 
The two, kneeling, exclaim: “Then, 
heaven help us.” 

The boats are seen steaming auwn 
the Mississippi River at a very high 
speed, with black smoke coming out 
of their funnels. The “Lee” is gradti- 
ally seen to be drawing ahead. As 
the “Natchez” gets to the centre of 
the stream a terrific explosion takes 
place, after which the ship is secn 
sinking, 

Simon Legree’s plantation on 
Snake River. A large cotton field. 
Negroes picking cotton in the fore- 
eround. Uncle Tom is seen trying 
to keep up with the vounger slaves, 
but is unable to do so. Cassy, a for- 
mer mistress of Legrec, is seen to 
help Uncle Tom now and then, while 
the overseer’s back is turned. legree 
enters and discovers Cassy helping 
Uncle Tom. He warns her not to do 
so. TIe calls Emaline and asks her 
if she ever wore earrings. She an- 
swers, “No.” Tle then tells her that 
he has decided to take her out of 
the fields and make a lady of her. He 
also tells her to go to the house. She 
declines to do so, saying that she 
would rather work in the fields with 
the rest of the slaves. This enrages 


oe and he calls Tom, telling him 
that he has decided to promote him 
to be an overseer, and to take his 
whip and flog Emaline, saying that 
he had seen enough of it to know 
how it was done. Yom takes the 
whip, and as he raises it to strike 
Ifmaline she kneels at his feet. Tom 
stops and throws the whip on the 
ground, refusing to whip her. Le- 
eree’s anger increases. He calls two 
negrocs, Sambo and Quimbo, telling 
them to tic Tom to the whipping 
post. 

The overseer is scen to, whip ‘Tom 
until he is interfered with by Cassy, 
who pulls the whip out of his hand. 
Legree interferes, and Cassy draws 
back the whip, as if to strike him. 

Legree’s home. I.cgree is seen to 
be walking nervously up and down 
the veranda. He cails to Sambo to 
bring him a drink. After drinking 
heavily he tells Sambo and Quimbo 
to bring Tom to him. He asks Tom 
if he knows the hiding place of Ema- 
line and Cassy, who ran away the 
night before. Tom says he did, but 
that he would not reveal it Tegrec 
becomes furious and strikes Tom 
over the head with the butt of his 
whip, trying to kill him. Tom drops 
to the floor. He raises on his elbow 
and tells Legree that he forgives 
him. T[egree strikes him again, and, 
calling Sambo and Quimbo, tells 
them to take Yom and throw him 
into the wood shed. 

George Shelby, Jr., a son of the 
former owner of Tom, inquires of 
Legree if he owns an old negro 
by “the name of “Uncle Tom.” Le- 
gree answers that he does, and that 
he lay dying in the wood shed. 
Shelby tells him that if any harm 
has come to Tom he will have to an- 
swer for it. Then he Bors in search 
of Tom. 

Marks enters and informs Legrce 
that he has a warrant for his arrest 
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for the murder of St. Clair. Legree 
strikes with his whip at Marks. 
Marks dodges under Legree’s arm, 
pulls a revolver and kills him. he 
death of St. Clair and Uncle ‘Tom 1s 
avenged. a 

An old wood shed. Uncle ‘om 1s 
lying on the floor. Cassy is scen to 
steal in, raise Uncle Tom's head, give 
him a drink of water, and steal away 
again. George Shelby enters. Go- 
ing over to Uncle Tom, he raises his 
head from the floor, and asks him if 
he did not remember him, also saying 
that he had come to take “Tom back 
home. ‘Tom answers him that it 1s 
too late; he is dying, and, pointing to 
the sky, says that he can see his 
heavenly home. A vision of Eva in 
Heaven appears on the wall of the 
shed, and as it disappears Tom drops 
back dead. Shelby kneels by his 
side. A vision of Abraham Lincoln 
ends this most beautiful and impress- 
ing scene.

Some of the Secret Service officers 
are detailed to this special case. They 
accompany the farmer to the coun- 
terfeiters’ seeret working place. One 
of the detectives puts up a ladder, as- 
cends carefully and looks through 
the window. . 

‘he interior of the counterfeiters 
work room. The counterfeiters are 
busily engaged in making moncy 
while the old woman is fixing their 
clothes and anxiously watching the 
house. ‘The detective is seen look- 
ing through the window inte the 
room, watching the two criminals. 

The old woman hears a noise on 
the front door. She quickly goes 
down stairs to see what this means. 
The moment she opens the door, the 
Seerct Service Officers step in, and 
to prevent her from screaming, they 
vag her. She is taken in the back 
yard, forced to take off some of her 
clothes, which one of the detectives 
puts on, thus assuming her role, [In 
this attire he enters the house. 

We see the detective In a room 
with the counterfeiters, sewing their 
clothes just as the old woman did. 
He looks around carefully, watching 
the two counterfeiters and waiting 
for a chanee to call his friends, who 
wait on the outside for his signal. 

In an unobserved moment the Se 
eret Service Officer dressed as an old 
woman, goes to the window anc 
waves three times with a handker 
chief, the prearranged signal for tl 
deteetives to enter the house. 

The detectives come up noiscless: 
ly, enter the room and after a fierce 
strugele, overpower the criminals 
The detective disguised as a woman. 
chanees his clothes and follows ' 
Court, giving convincing evidene: 
noainet the counterfeiters. 
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‘The counterfeiters are convicted 
and sentenced. They are behind the 
prison bars. The old woman visits 
them, and while the prison guard 
does not look, she hands tools into 
the cell with which the counterfeiters 
may break out. 

The younger of the two counter- 
fviters saws some part out of the 
door. Fle escapes and frees his part- 
ner in crime. The prison warden, 
attracted by the hammering, comes 
to the scene. Secing the prisoner out 
of his cell he shoots at him. The 
counterfeiter, using his hammer, fells 
the warden with a heavy blow 

The shooting attracts the prison 
wardens, who immediately come to 
the scene. They find their comrade 
dead on the floor, At this moment 
the criminal comes through the corri- 
dor, and being held up by another 
guard, kills him with the pistol! he 
took from the dead guard. Now be- 
gins a grim, stern chase after the 
fleeing criminal. 

In his endeavor to escape the coun- 
terfelter is seen climbing the steep 
prison wail and again coming down 
at the other side, an almost imposst- 
ble deed. Tlaving gained the ground 
he makes good his escape. 

We sce him fleecing down the wide 
stairs of the prison, hotly pursued by 
the prison wardens and detectives. 
Sut the prisoner is too light-footed 
and again escapes his pursuers. 

One of the big policemen has trou- 
bles of his own. Wherever he goes, 
whatever he does, he makes a laugh- 
ing hit—not with the counterfeiter, 
but so much more with the audience. 
We see the criminal in the lead, the 
pursuers, following in a grim, stern 
chase. 

Down the stone wall goes the 
chase. The fat policeman is again in 
trouble. The escaping criminal gains 
more and more ground between him- 
self and his pursuers. 


The criminal crosses the railroad 
track. The big policeman certainly 
follows, but in his zeal he tumbles 
down an embankment and falls on 
the railroad track just as a train is 
passing. He is rescued just in time 
by his friends from being killed by a 
passing train. 

‘he criminal flees over a_ fence. 
The detectives get nearer and nearer. 
‘They scale the fence in quick pursuit 
but as the big policeman is trying +o 
follow he is caught by the fierce 
watch dog and pulled down from th: 
fence. A most laughable struggle 
occurs between the dog and the po- 
liceman, 

‘The counterfeiter takes a boat and 
tries to cross the river, closely fol- 
lowed by two policemen in another 
boat. To escape his followers, the 
counterfeiter jumps in the water and 
swims ashore. . 

The policemen follow hurriedly 
and overtake the escaping criminal 
as he is just winding his way into an 
alley. They club him and bring him 
finally to justice. 


The Great Train Robbery. 
600 feet. $66. 


‘The first scene shows the chief as he 
explains to his followers the plan of 


the great train robbery. 


‘Two masked robbers enter and 
compel the operator to stop the ap- 
proaching train. They make hin 
write an order to the engineer to take 
water at this station instead of at the 
regular watering stop. 

The train stops, the conductor 
comes to the office window, where 
the operator delivers the order while 
the bandits keep their revolvers train 
ed on him. No sooner has the con- 
ductor left when they bind and gag 
the operator, and hastily depart to 
catch the moving train. 

This scene shows the train at the 
water tank. The bandits are hiding’ 
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behind the tank, and just before the 
train pulls out they quickly boara 
the express car wherein the messen- 
ger is busily engaged with his du- 
ties. 

Alarmed by the unusual sound, 
the messenger locks the door, peeps 
through the keyhole, discovers the 
bandits and quickly locks the tron 
boxes which contain the valuabics. 
He then throws the key through the 
small window and pulls out Ins re- 
volver to defend the valuables en- 
trusted to him. Two robbers suc- 
ceed in entering the car. The mes- 
senger bravely attacks them and dis- 
charges his revolver, but he is quick- 
ly laid low by a bullet. The bandits 
bind and gag him and then try to 
open the treasure box. When they 
find it locked they search the messen- 
ger for the key, and as they do not 
find it, they blow up the strong box 
with dynamite. They take the val- 
uables and the mail bags and quickly 
leave the car. During all this time 
the train is seen flying past Ieautiful 
scenery. 

While two of the robbers blew up 
the strong box in the express car, 
two other ones hold the engineer and 
the fireman at pistols’ point. The 
fireman takes a coal shovel and 
climbs up on the tender to defend 
himself and his position, but he soon 
finds himself overpowered — and 
thrown from the swiftly moving 
train. The two bandits then compel 
the engineer to stop the train. 

Forced by the robbers, the engi- 
neer brings the train to a stop, un- 
couples the engine and pulls ahead 
about two hundred feet, always ce v- 
ered by the bandits’ pistols. 

Tn the meantime two of the bandits 
compel the passenvers ta leave the 
coaches ule hands pi. -“Dey- ine 
then along the tracks, go through 
their pockets and relieve them of all 
their valuables. One passenger 
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makes an attempt to escape, hut is 
instantly shot down by one of the 
bandits. As soon as they have all 
the booty the bandits mount the en- 
gine and make good their escape, 
while the passengers lend their help- 
ing hand to their unfortunate frien! 
who was badly wounded by one ot 
the bandits. 

The bandits bring all their booty 
on the locomotive and command the 
engineer to pull the lever and pretty 
soon we sce them disappear in the 
distance. 

Tar out in the rough countries the 
bandits command the engineer to 
stop, descend from the engine, and 
escape to the mountains with — the 
stolen goods. 

‘This scene shows the bandits com- 
ing down from the mountains into 
the valley, where they cross a stream 
to get toa place of safety. The scen- 
ery is truly beautiful, One of the 
robbers, in his hurry, slips and falls 
in the water, but he quickly rises and 
makes good his escape. 

This scene brings us back to the 
interior of the telegraph office, where 
the operator lies bound and gagged 
on the floor. After a desperate strug- 
gle he succeeds in reaching the tatle 
where his instruments stand He 
telegraphs for help and manipulates 
the key with his ‘mouth, and then 
falls to the floor, fainting from ¢x- 
haustion, 

The operator's little daughter en- 
ters to bring him his daily dinner. 
She finds her father bound, knees 
down, praying to the Lord to give 
her strength to help her poor facher. 
throws a glass of water in his face, 
restoring him to consciousness, takes 
a knife and cuts the ropes and re- 
moves the gag from his mouth. 

This typical Western dance — hall 
shows some men in company with 
women, A tenderfoot appears won 
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the scene and is made to dance in 
the regular Western style. Sudden- 
ly the door opens, the operator’s lit- 
tle daughter enters and relates what 
has happened. The men quickly 
stop their merriment, take their gins 
and leave in pursuit of the outlaws. 

The bandits are seen dashing 
through the woods on spirited horses 
followed closely by the Sheriff and a 
large posse. One of the bandits is 
shot and falls from his horse, dut 
he staggers to his fect again and hills 
one of the Deputy Sheriffs before he 
expires. 

This scene shows the bandits in 
a fierce fight with the Sheriff's posse.

DIRECTIONS. 


Cut the Film about 4 inch from LOWER line of one of the pictures, see ‘ig. 1. Cut the 
other end of Iilm to the extreme TOP line of the picture. The 'f inch on the end is necessary 
to make the lap. Moisten with the tongue the end on which the 4 inch has been left, and scrape 
off the Emulsion to the line of the adjoining picture, with a pocket knife, see Fig. 1. The white 
space on Fig. 1, which should be about & inch long and is part of another picture, shows where 
the Emulsion has been scraped off. This is where the Cement should be placed. Be sure to 
spread the Cement in equal proportion on the Film. (The dull side of the Film is the Emulsion 
side.) Lay Fig. 1 on half of the Film Mender, Fig. 8, and apply the Cement. ‘Then lev Fie.2 on 
the opposite side of the Mender, and press the finger tightly through the centre directly over the 
joint, for a moment, and the Cement will dry in a few seconds. If properly cemented, the joint 
will be equally as strong as before the Film was cut.

‘The Battlefield of Gettysburg

a)HIIE Battle of Gettysburg was fought on July 1, 2 and 3, 1863, 
between the Army of the Potomac, commanded by General 
George G. Meade and the Army of Northern Virginia under the 
leadership of General Robert li. Lec. It is estimated that General 
Meade had an effective force at his disposal of about 83 000 men 
and 327 guns. 
1 


: General Lee actually fought about 69,000 men 
and 250 guns. During the three days’ fight the Union losses were 23,049 killed, 
wounded and inissing, and the Confederate losses aggregated 23,029; a total of 
46,078, or nearly one-third of the whole number of men on the field. 

The battle-ground covers about 25 square miles. There are over 400 monu 
iments on the field, erected with the utmost care in the exact localities, and stand- 
ing in woods or open fields, by the roadside, on the stony ridges, in gardens, and 
being of all designs, executed in bronze, marble, or granite. Over $7,000,000 
has bzen expanded on the grounds and monuments. The battlefield is probably 
better marked, topographically and by art, than any battlefield in the world. 

After their victory at Chancellorsville in May, 1863, the Confederates deter- 
mined to carry the war to the North into the enemy’s country. Jee gathered 
nearly go,ocoo men at Culpeper, Va., including J. K. B. Stuart's cavalry force of 
The Union army, commanded by General Ilooker, was then

encamped along the Rappahannock river, south of Gettysburg.

rapid march, overrunning the entire country to the Susquehanna River. Hooker 
was late in movement and crossed the Potomac on June 28th, There were borg 
Union troops in the garrison at Harper's Ferry on the Potomac, and Hooker 
asked that they be added to his army ; but the government declined, and Hooker 
Ile was succeeded by Gen. Meade, who

A juggler enters upon the scene, [3 
picks up a skull, throws it into the air, |g 
catches it into his hands, where it is [3 
transformed into a handkerchief.

The harlequin arrives 
and, placing himself in the path of the 
clown lover, annoys him by hitting him 
with a witch’s broom, but before the 
clown can defend himself it rains 
brooms and he is almost lost in the 
broom storm.

The performer appears, clad in knee 
breeches and fancily embroidered coat. 
He apparently tears them from his per- 
son, which leaves him in full white cos- 
tume. He causes a chair to appear on 
which he seats himself, and by the aid 
of the spirits, three counterparts of 
himself join him on the stage. One 
rises slowly in the air without any aid 
and places himself on the outstretched 
hand of the one who is seated. The 
second does likewise, while the third 
balances himself on the head of the 
original, They remain in position as 


above described for a few moments 


and finally descend to the ground, 
when all disappear except the original, 
who seizes his clothes which he had dis- 
carded, and, throwing them in the air, 
they descend on his person in_ the 
proper manner, when he, with a bow, 
disappears from view. Very mysteri- 


ous. 


The Astronomer’s Dream, or the 
Trip to the Moon. 
300 feet. 
In the opening of this film ts seen 
the astronomer intently poring oveT 
his books. Suddenly, in a cloud of 
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smoke, Satan appears and surprises 
the astronomer. At the command of 
the Fairy Queen, who suddenly ap- 
pears, Satan vanishes; she awakens 
the astronomer and as he goes for- 
ward to meet her she disappears. The 
astronomer ‘is very much_ excited, 
and, rushing over to the large tele- 
scope he tries to discover by what 
means she had vanished. 


The moon now appears, and be- 
gins her repast by eating the im- 
mense telescope used by the astrono- 
mer. The astronomer flies around 
apparently wild at the loss of his 
wonderful telescope. Suddenly the 
moon opens wide her mouth and 
there comes forth a tot of about five 
summers. She is immediately follow- 
ed by two others, and they proceed 
to dance around the astronomer, and 
vanish one at a time until but one is 
left. The astronomer, picking her 
up, thinking he could keep her, hugs 
her tightly in his arms, but she also 
vanishes. Tired and heart-broken the 
astronomer grasps a broom and at- 
tempts to strike the moon, when she 
suddenly vanishes and in the distance 
laughs at him, rolling her eyes for- 
ward and backward, apparently con- 
vulsed with laughter.

This is a remarkable picture. A 
hack drives up to the curb ona 
prominent thoroughfare and a clown 
jumps out. He acts as coachman and 
proceeds to fill the hack by notifying 
the passers-by to get in. Thirty-two 
persons enter the carriage built to 
contain but four, but none are seen 
to leave it. The picture concludes by 
the clown trying to force a stout wo- 
man into it who is too wide to enter. 
He assists her with a barrel stave, 
after which he jumps into the air and 
disappears, and the hack drives off. 
An excellent illusion. 


Mine Explosion and What Followed 
70 feet 

A number of Italians are seen lay- 

ing a mine to blast certain rock that 

lies in their path. The mince is final- 
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ly laid, and the fuses lit, and they 
all disappear with the exception of 
one, who, forgetting what has taken 
place, seats himself directly over the 
mine and prepares to enjoy his mid- 
day lunch. The explosion follows 
and he is thrown in the air. After the 
smoke clears away his hat finally 
falls, and he follows shortly after. 
Everyone viewing this picture shud- 
ders to think that this man has been 
blown to pieces, for by the time he 
reaches the ground one is bound to 
imagine him crushed by falling on 
the rocks. Judge of the surprise in 
store, however, for those in the au- 
dience when the man arises with a 
frightened look on his face and 
dashes from view. 


Hurry Up. 
50 feet. 


Here is one to fool you. As the 
characters disappear in air you sit 
and wonder “how it happened.” By 
no visible aid they jump over a I5- 
foot wall and appear again to go 
through the same maneuvres, much 
to your surprise and amusement. 


The Magical Tramp. 
65 feet. 


This is funny. A tramp is seen 
performing with magical effect. He 
seats himself on a stool, which is in- 
stantly occupied by a pretty damsel. 
‘his is repeated twice over, after 
which he places the three together 
and by magic ‘makes one stout one 
of all. Hitting her on the head with 
his hat he reduces her to a child. 
ile brings her again to her natural 
self and then produces the three 
from the one before him. In his at- 
tempt to embrace each one separate- 
ly they disappear and he is succes- 
sively thrown to the ground. Ex 
crutiatingly funny. 


The Tramp’s Interrupted Nap. 
130 feet. 

Two tramps met on the railroad, 
and after shaking hands one departs, 
leaving the other in the centre of the 
track, who seats himself on one of 
the ties and proceeds to eat his mid- 
day luncheon, occasionally taking a 
drink from his black bottle. He falls 
asleep and is struck by a fast express 
running at the rate of 50 miles an 
hour, and is literally ground to 
pieces. The train crew return to 
gather up his remains on a board, 
and attempt to carry him away when 
he returns to life and pulling a bottle 
from his pocket takes a long draught, 
much to the amusement of the men 
who were carrying him. 


Cagliostro’s Mirror. 
65 feet. 

Another magical trick well worth 
having. A large frame is scen hang- 
ing on the wall. Suddenly a basket 
of flowers appears therein, followed 
by a picture of a beautiful lady. This 
picture becomes animated and 
pleads to be taken out. The visitor 
approaches to comply with her re- 
quest; she fades into a skeleton, and 
from that to a huge Satan’s head. 
Wonderful; startling. 


Bathing Made Easy. 
go feet. 

Two men arrive on the banks of 
a river and proceed to disrobe, pre- 
paratory to a plunge in the cool wa- 
ter. They divest themselves of their 
clothing, having prepared them- 
selves with trunks under their outer 
garments before they left home. 
Plunging into the water, they swim 
about for some time and then the 
fun commences. They come out of 
the water backward, feet first. Their 
clothes mect them half-way, and in 
no time they are fully dressed. J* 
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is amusing to see a shirt rise from 
the ground and present itself to the 
owner thereof, who proceeds to get 
on the inside of it. One man is seen 
to smoke a pipe continually, never 
removing it from his mouth, even 
when he is in the water. This is 
laughable. 


Barber Up to Date. 
45 feet. 

A man enters a barber shop, and, 
alter the tonsorial artist lathers 
him, he lifts off the customer’s head, 
carries it to the washstand, shaves 
him, and, after washing off the suds, 
places the head on his shoulders 
again, whercupon the customer pays 
the barber and withdraws. This is 
one of the funniest pictures ever 
seen, 


Wonderful Magic. 
So feet. 

This is truly wonderful. To see 
how the magician transforms glass 
into flowers and dark liquid into 
light without leaving your sight is 
remarkable to say the least. This 
picture is sometimes called Flowers 
and Glass. The best magic film we 
have ever made. 


The Wrestling Sextette. 
150 feet. 

_ two women are seen to wrestle 
In ughts. One is vanquished and 
they cume forward to bow to the 
audience, They then each throw a 
white sheet over themselves, and, 
minediutely taking it off, they are 
sen to be clothed in full black 
dresses. They are suddenly trans- 
formed into two men, who proceed 
an wrestle until one is vanquished 
amd is torn to pieces by his partner, 
who finally puts him together, and 

“then bow to the audience and 
“anssh trom the pieture. A_ short, 
stout oman and his very tall, lean 
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companion appear. The skinny man 
tries to wrestle with the stout per- 
son and trices to hft him off his feet, 
-which he fails to accomplish. He at- 
tempts this on two or three different 
occasions, when the fat man falls on 
him and flattens him out so that he 
can hardly be seen. The fat man 
rolls the skinny man up like a ball, 
and his entire body appears to be 
of the same thickness as a sheet of 
paper. Finally the thin man fills up 
and returns to life, and, taking the 
fat man unawares, throws him to 
the ground, and, jumping on his 
stomach, the fat man explodes and 
a thick white powder is seen to rise 
in the air. This is exceedingly funny 
and exceptionally good. 


The Devil’s Castle. 
240 feet. 

One of the few illusions that is 
rich in effect is the Devil’s Castle. 
Men and pieces of furniture disap- 
pear wth lightning rapidity, and 
one is at loss to know where they 
go. One of the characters in the 
picture, by merely making a few 
passes with his sword on the floor, 
causes Satan to appear in a puff of 
sinoke, as if from the ground. He 
vanishes immediately when the 
cross is held before him. Some of 
the characters are transformed into 
various shapes, and the entire sub- 
ject is full of animation and effect. 
This film was made after the drama 
of “Faust and Marguerite.” This is 
a marvelous film. 


X-Rays. 
65 feet. 

A professor is seen applying the 
X-ray to a patient. While the in- 
strument is in operation the man’s 
skeleton leaves his body, an his 
clothes sink to the floor. The pro- 
fessor becomes frightened and hur- 
riedly restores his patient to h:s nor- 
mal state, and, during a heated ar- 
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gument over the price to be paid, 
they engage in a scuffle, overturn 
the table on which the apparatus 1s 
placed, and, the tube exploding, af- 
fords great excitement and surprises. 


The Extensive Wardrobe. 
80 feet. 

This is a new version of the old 
subject, but is far superior, in that 
it contains more action, and, being 
taken slower, remains on the screen 
longer than an ordinary 100-foot 
film. A man is seen to enter a room, 
and takes off his hat, which he 
places on a table. Hats in profusion 
appear on his head, one after the 
other. No sooner does he remove 
one than another takes its place on 
his head. This is repeated when he 
removes his coat and vest, and in 
the end he appears to lose his rea- 
son. Marvelous. 


The Devil’s Amusement. 
140 feet. 

Here is a film that will enthuse 
any audience. Satan seems to be in 
a particularly good humor, and, in 
his antics, he performs wonderful 
changes. The subject on which he 
performs his black art is a female 
weighing over 300 pounds. By 
merely passing his hand over her he 
changes her head into that of a don- 
key, from that to a lion, then to a 
pig; from that to a frog, then to a 
bear, and, finally, restores her to her 
natural self. As if by magic a child 
appears on the scene and a cake 
walk takes place between the 300- 
pound beauty and the little tot of 
about 40 pounds. The child sudden- 
ly disappears, followed by our friend 
of great weight. A large globe is 
scen in the background, to which 
Satan gives his final attention. Pass- 
ing his hands over it, the globe parts 
and an imp jumps out. After per- 
forming a number of acrobatic feats 
he disappears—no one knows where 


—and Satan causes the globe to pro- 
duce another one of his imps, who, 
with his master, finally disappears 
from view. This film is decidedly 
good and full of action.

Here is shown a_ full-fledged 
“hobo,” taken from the real article. 
He selects a cool, shady place under 
a tree and proceeds to eat his lunch, 
which consists of bread, which he no 
doubt “swiped” while the dog was 
out. After satisfying his ravenous 
appetite, he places his bundle under 
his head and stretches himself out 
for a good snooze. The pleasant 
dream he has is depicted on the 
screen. The scene changes, and a 
party of ladies and gentlemen are 
seen sitting in the parlar convers- 
ing, when the footman enters with 
a tray, on which is found the tramp’s 
card. The master of the house or- 
ders him to be ushered in, and the 
“bum” is introduced and is invited 
to be seated beside a beautiful lady. 
He gets gay with her, but she ap- 
pears to enjoy it, and, after enjoy- 
ing a tete-a-tete, luncheon ts served, 
of which the “hobo” partakes with 
evident relish. The glutton is here 
seen in his glory. After consider- 
able amusement of this kind is af- 
forded the audience the scene again 
changes, showing Mr. Tramp peace- 
fully sleeping under the tree, and, on 
awakening and finding that 1t was 
only a dream, he yawns, and, with 
a look of disgust and disappointment 
on his dirty face, plods on his way 
to the next farm house where he 
can beg his next meal. The film is 
lively, brilliant and full of interest. 
The scenery is beautiful. 


The Enchanted Cafe. 
too feet. 


Here is a decided novelty. A res- 


taurant scene opens to the view and 
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a gentleman enters. The waiter 
walks up and takes his order. At 
each request from his customer he 
holds out his hand and the dishes 
and food are mysteriously placed 
therein. He does not move out of 
sight of the audience, but, bv a mere 
wave of his hand, the articles appear 
as if by magic. It will puzzle anvy- 
body to find out how this is done. — 


Twelve in a Barrel. 
95 feet. 

Twelve girls stand in a row, ac- 
cording to size. A magician dis- 
plays an empty flour barrel to his 
audience, He then calls cach girl 
to him, beginning at the eldest, and. 
as she steps upon the platform, he 
lifts her up and places her in the 
barrel until they have all been 
placed in the barrel, which he over- 
turns and shows the audience that 
there is nothing in it. This picture 
IS an exceptionally fine illusion. 


The Devil in a Convent. 
195 fect. 

This picture shows the interior of 
a convent looking toward the clois- 
ter, with church and chureh yard in 
the background. In the foreground 
Is a baptismal font, pulpit and 
chairs. A priest is seen kneeling in 
prayer, and, upon rising, turns par 
the gas and retires. As he disap- 
pears the devil jumps from the font 
of holy water anid 4 colin of 
smoke and drops gentl: to the 
ground, using his large cloak as 
wings. An imp appears, and Sutan 
and his follower are ¢ransf. ined 
into priest and choir hoy, respective- 
ly. Ringing the bell amd summo 
ing the nuns to service js their nee 
move. The nuns enter and seat 
themselves on the chairs in front of 
the altar. The devil, jn the guise of 
Priest, preaches to them, but ‘sud 
denly transforms himself to iis. ee 
tural self, frightening the nuns, who 


flee in terror. The devil then 
changes the columns into the most 
grotesque figures, until the church 
resembles his own domain. Many 
Imps appear at his command and 
dance around him. Ghosts of de- 
parted nuns suddenly appear and 
drive off all but Satan. A proces- 
sion of priests, nuns and choir boys 
are seen approaching, with the ob- 
Ject in view of conquering the devil 
Which they fail to do. Suddenly an 
apparition of St. George appears 
and overturns Satan, who descends 
to Hades amid clouds of smoke. 
his film illustrates the triumph of 
Christianity over Satan. ‘Truly a 
most beautiful conception. : 


Mephisto in His Laboratory. 
_ 150 feet. 

_ OF all the mystical illusions. this 
Is one of the few that is really su- 
perb. ‘The picture first opens with 
Satan in the foreground apparently 
lost in thought as to what he should 
do next. Suddenly he stretches 
forth his hand, as ‘though to~cal! 
lorth the imps at his command, 
When he immediately changes his 
form to that of a decrepit old man. 
Me walks behind the counter con- 
veniently placed near the wall and 
proceeds to wait on two customers 
Who have entered meanwhile. After 
they imbibe they turn to goa «ut, 
when a beautiful lady is seen sitting 
ina chair near the door. Ags one of 
the Party stoops to kiss her hand 
she is transformed and Satan sits in 
her place. He causes a large cage 
to appear, and his guests are now 
seen inside behind the bars. They are 
suddenly released, and Satan trans- 
forms himself into a monkey, from 
that to a frog and from that to a 
donkey.

The body disappears, 
but the head remains for some min-

65 feet. 

This is truly wonderful and 
proves that there is still a chance for 
all old bald heads. A man enters 
the parlors of a tonsorial artist and 
requests him to examine his bald 
pate to discover if there are any 
roots left. The barber fails to find 
any, but recommends his hair re- 
storer, which he proceeds to apply 
to the shining head. Immediately 
after he makes the second applica- 
tion hair appears on the head in 
spots and continues to grow until 
the growth reaches to the shoulders 
of the patient.

A pic- 
ture of Justice is seen in the back- 
eround, and, while he is struggling 
with his conscience, the officers 
come in and arrest him. 


Watching Chickens Up to Date. 
135 feet. 

This is the 2oth Century Incuba- 
tor. A man is scen stroking a full- 
grown hen, when she presents him 
with an egg, much to his surprise. 


He feels around for more, and finds 
them in their proper place. After 
having as,many as he can use, he 
dismisses the hen. Breaking one of 
the eggs a little chick appears. The 
man is delighted, and tries again, 
with equal good success, and con- 
tinues until each egg is now a chick. 
Picking up two halves of egg shells 
he holds them up as if to examine 
them, and one of the chicks disap- 
pears in the shells.

“The “Oysterman’s Gold” is a Lubin 
product, chiefly remarkable for the ex- 
cellence of its scenic quality, a point in 
which the Philadelphia concern has not 
lieen conspicuously successful. The series 
appears to have been taken along the cliffs 
of Chesapeake Bay or one of the Atlantic 
coast indentations. Scenically it easily 
rivals the best of the French subjects. 
The one fault of the narrative ig its grue- 
some dramatics. In one scene two men 
are hurled to a horrible death over a cliff 
and in another the murderer, concerned in 
the episode mentioned, commits suicide in 
the same unpleasant fashion. The reel 
starts out as though it were an educa- 
tional series. The camera shows in detail 
the methods used by the oyster fleet in 
harvesting its crop. Enlarged views on 
the oyster boats are shown, the crews be- 
ing seen close at hand in their fishing 
operations. A panorama of the fleet 
rasses across the view. One of the cap- 
tains returns to port with a full cargo, 
sells it to the wholesale dealer and departs 
with his payment. A dock-rat has 
watehed the exchange of money. He 
sees the captain start back to his ship 
alone with the gold in the breast’ of his 
sowwester, With a companion he trails 
him through the rocky cliffs of the bay. 
They close in upon their quarry at the 
edge cf a precipice. While one desperado 
is in death grapple with the captain, the 
ether conceives the scheme of toppling 
both over thie edge so that he may possess 
the treasure alone. He acts on the idea. 
The two struggling figures go over the. 
frightful edge and the bodies are later 
rifled, when they strike lifeless upon the 
reeks, by the original plotter. The gold 
in his possession, the successful desperado 
is haunted by the figure of the seaman 
(who by a neat bit of trickwork is made 
to appear in ghostlike form every few 
minutes) until he is driven to madness 
and throws himself into the sea.

Possibly you have seen the an- 
nouncements in the papers about 
our new studio and factory buildings, 
but have you thought what it means 
to you? Tf you could you would 
share the enthusiasm of the heads 
of the various departments of this 
company and there is not a man on 
our staff who does not smile every 
time he thinks what that new plant 
and how much more perfect the 
pictures will be. 


It’s not only going to be the largest 
but the best yicture plant this side 
of Mars. We've been troubled at 
times with dust specks on the films. 
Everyone has that trouble and under 
ordinary conditions these are una- 
voidable. But the. architects and 
our photographic staff got together 
and in the new developing room 
every cubic foot of air will be filtered 
and then washed before being admit- 
ted into the rooms. The newest 
and most perfect machinery will be 
installed and ample provision has been 
made for handling double the present 
output. 


But complete as the factory is to 
be, it will not excell the studio for 
here, too, the very newest devices 
have been planned. Three paint 
frames will enable the scenic stall to 
turn out immense quantities of sccn- 
ery, providing almost constant change 
of settings while the floor space of 
nearly half an acre will enable from 
six to eight producers to carry on 
their work at the same time. All 
save one side will be of glass so ar- 
ranged that the place can be used as 
an outdoor studio when desired and 
a straight run of nearly two hundred 
feet is provided for, while the ends of 
the studio are immense sliding doors 
which will admit anything from an 
elephant to a railroad train. For the 
latter it will only be necessary to 
build a temporary track from the 
railroad siding on the grounds into 
the studio; a thing which cannot be 
done in any other’studio in the coun- 
try. . 


In keeping with the magnitude of 
the new plant, the stock company 
is being largely augmented and im- 
portant additions are daily being 
made to the company. A corps of 
well known dramatic directors have 
charge of the various productions 


and the scenes are rehearsed as care- . 


fully as through intended for stage 
production, Players of note are un- 
der contract and by the time the 
studio is ready for occupancy the 
Lubin Manufacturing Company will 
have on its salary roll a list of dra- 
matic artists of country-wide note. 


No theatre in this country will be 


better provided with players or equip- 
ment. The electrical switchboard 
will be almost twice as large as that 
of the Metropolitan Opera House in 
New York City and the stage room 
will be six times larger.
